GENEVA,  Switzerland,  Dec.  13. — Swiss  travelers 
crossing  the  frontier  from  Germany  tell  of  immense  pre- 
parations going  on  there  for  an  offensive  on  the  Western 
front.  Ammunition,  provisions  and  materials  of  every 
kind  are  being  concentrated  in  upper  Rhine  towns,  through 
which  military  trains  pass  frequently,  bound  west.  Ordin- 
ary freight  traffic  has  been  suspended  for  ten  days.

The  early  announcement  from 
War  Office  follows: 

"Accounts  of  the  fighting  yesterday 
In  the  vicinity  of  Bullecourt  show 
that  two  attacks  were  made  by  the 
Germans  at  dawn,  after  a  heavy  pre- 
paratory bombardment.  The  first 
was  delivered  from  the  north  against 
our  positions  in  the  Blndenburg  line 
immediately  east  of  Bullecourt.  and 
the  other  on  a  wider  front  from  the 
northeast  and.  east  against  the  angle 
formed  by  our  trench  lines,  south  of 
Rlencourt-les-Cagnlconrt.  Both  were 
repulsed  with  heavy  loss  to  the 
enemy. 

"Shortly  afterward  another  attack 
was  made  on  the  latter  front,  and 
some  of  the  enemy  penetrated  our 
obliterated  trenohes  at  the  apex  of 
the  angle  in  our  lines.  A  few  Ger- 
mans who  entered  our  trenches  at 
other  points  were  killed  or  taken 
prisoner,  I^oeal  fighting  continued  all 
day  and  until  late  in  the  evening  in 
a  small  portion  of  a  trench  in  which 
the  enemy  had  obtained  a  tooting, 
but  without  change  in  the  situation. 

"A  hosUle  raiding  party  was  re- 
pulsed southwest  of  La  Basaee.  We 
Inflicted  casualties  on  the  enemy  and 
secured  a  few  prisoners  as  a  result 
of  patrol  encounters  east  of  Zon- 
nebeke." 

Airplanes  Ave  Busy 

The  official  statement  on  aviation 
operations  issued  tonight  reads  as 
follows: 

"In  spits  of  low  clouds  and  mist  on 
Wednesday  a  great  many  of  our  air- 
planes were  in  the  air.  Bnemy 
troope  were  engaged  with  machine 
gun  fire  during  their  attack  on  our 
positions  at  Bullecourt,  bombs  were 
dropped  and  low  rsconnalssanoee 
were  carried  out  There  was  much 
lighting  m  the  sir,  in  whloh  one 
Gotha  and  one  Other  German  machine 
were  brought  down.  Three  others 
were  driven  down  out  of  Control,  and 
another  was  shot  down  within  our 
lines  by  anti-aircraft  gunfire.  All  our 
airplanes  returned."

PARIS,  Dee.  IS. — The  War  Office 
statement  fellows: 

"Along  the  whole  front  the  artil- 
lery on  both  sides  is  showing  a 
moderate  degree  of  activity. 

"We  repulsed  a  raid  In  strength 
undertaken  by  the  enemy  In  Cau- 
rlores  Wood. 

"From  December  10  to  IS,  nine 
more  aeroplanes  were  brought  down 
by  our  pilota  In  the  same  psriod 
our  aviators  carried  out  various 
effective  bombing  raids.  In  which  pro- 
jectiles weighing  S.S00  pounds  were 
thrown  down,  especially  on  the  avia- 
tion grounds  at  Kolmar  and  Schlee- 
maldt.  warehouses  at  Dogelbach,  fac- 
tories at  Rombach.  in  the  region  of 
WavtUe  and  at  Junlvllle  and  Amagne- 
Luoquy.

Blanc  led  to  the  disaster  of  last 
Thursday,  waa  detained  ae  a  German 
spy  suspect'  today.  He  waa  turned 
over  to  the  military  authorities  by  of- 
ficials of  the  Massachusetts  relief  hos- 
pital, where  he  has  been  under  treat- 
ment. 

One  of  the  nurees  at  the  hospital,  a 
young  woman  from  New  York,  whose 
name  was  not  revealed,  yesterday 
noticed  that  her  patient  was  acting 
queerly,  and  that  he  did  not  seem  to 
be  wounded.  Physicians  examined  the 
man,  and  the  conclusion  waa  reached 
that  he  waa  shamming  illness.  Later, 
it  was  said,  Johansen  offered  a  nurse 
ISO  If  she  would  go  out  and  buy  him  a 
newspaper,  the  assumption  being  that 
he  intended  to  escape  in  her  absence. 

After  that  Incident  a  railitary  guard; 
was  placed  on  duty  by  hie  bed.  The 
preveet  guard  was  sent  fer  today,  and 
Johansen  was  locked  up.

Mr.  Burchell  said,  bad  been 
living  in  the  United  Statea  for  ten 
years,  and  as  he  was  anxious  to  re- 
turn to  hiS  old  home  in  Norway,  he 
shipped    on    the   Imo. 

The  military  authorities  announced 
tonight  that  Louis  Vosburg,  also  known 
ae  Henry  French,  arrested  here  today 
after  the  arrival  of  a  relief  steamer, 
was  not  a  German  epy,  in  their  opin- 
ion. 

Vosburg,  who  carried  a  railroad  ticket 
from  Boston  to  Halifax,  a  map  of  Hall- 
fax  and  an  assortment  of  unintelligible 
papers,  boarded  the  steamer  at  Boston 
without  being  observed,  and  failed  to 
give  a  satisfactory  account  of  himself 
after  the  ship  was  at  sea.  A  physician 
called  to  examine  Vosburg  expraeeed 
the  opinion  that  he  Waa  temporarily  un- 
balanced.

WASHINGTON.  Dec.  II.— The  rail- 
read  situation  continued  to  engross 
President  Wilson  today,  with  the  finan- 
cial problem  involved  in  a  possible 
Government  control  occupying  most  of 
his  attention.

Until  his 
wishes  are  known  the  committee  will 
defer  consideration  of  'legislation. 

A  B.  Oanitson.  president  of  the 
Order  of  Railway  Conductors,  called 
up  the  White  House  on  the  telephone 
to  deny  reports  that  the  four  brother- 
hoods are  opposed  to  Government  oper- 
ation. The  employees,  he  said,  would

Officials  who  are  urging  Government 
operation  of  railroads  during  the  war 
said  today  that  the  making  of  satis- 
factory financial  arrangements  preaented 
difficulties.

PETROGRAD,  Dec.  i3.—The  people's  commissaries 
have  ordered  the  arrest  of  Constitutional  Democratic  dele- 
gates to  the  constituent  assembly  on  charges  that  they  are 
allied  with  the  Kaledin  plot.

PETROGRAD,  Wednesday,  Dec  11.— 
A  telegram  received  at  the  Smolny  In- 
stitute, the  Bolsheviki  headquarters, 
says  there  have  been  riots  In  Rostov, 
la  which  the  Cossacks  were  put  down 
by  the  Bolsheviki  Infantry.

Armistice  Arrangements 

FETROORAD.  Dec.  II.— The  Rou- 
manian army  haa  agreed  to  remain 
Inactive  ss  long  as  inactivity  prevails 
on  the  part  of  the  Russian  armies 
along  the  remainder  of  the  front,  ac- 
cording to  a  message  sent  by  the 
Maximalist  commissioner  at  Jassy,  re- 
ceived today.

Since  August  the  output  of  ships  re- 
paired in  drydoeka  had  increased  by  4S 
per  cent  and  repairs  afloat  by  45  per 
cent. 

The  first  Lord  described  three  new 
national  shipyards  which  were  being 
built  on  tha  Severn  River.  The  first 
keel,  he  said,  would  be  laid  there  during 
the  early  Part  of  the  year  of  a  more 
highly  standardised  ship  than  had 
heretofore  been  undertaken.  A  great 
deal  of  the  steel  work  would  be  done 
in  British  yards,  and  a  considerable 
part  of  the  labor  would  be  performed 
by  prisoners  of  war  and  unskilled  help. 
These  yards,  addsd  8ir  Brie,  will 
provide  thirty-four  shipbuilding  berths. 
They  are  located  on  the  Severn  because 
of  the  facilities  there  for  the  more  com- 
fortable housing  of  the  workmen-  The 
coat  of  ths  nsw  yards  would  be 
fS.S87.000. 

In  the  year  1913,  oonttnued  81r  Brie, 
Oreat  Britain  launched  2.2S2.000  tons  of 
shipping,  of  which  1.925.000  tens  waa 
merchant  tonnage.  That,  aald  the  First 
Lord,  waa  the  highest  output  ever 
reached.  If  the  output  for  December 
waa  as  good  aa  that  in  November  the 
tonnage  launched  thia  year,  he  said, 
would  be  equal  to  that  of  i»l».  The 
rate  reached  during  November  and  thus 
far  in  December  was  eighteen  per  oent 
higher   then  in   lilt. 

Whan  th«  Associated  Press  Inquired 
of  a  high  naval  authority  today  "if  ths 
anti-submarine  war  waa  going  well  and 
what  was  the  reason  for  the  high  rate 
of  sinkings  in  the  past  three  weeks." 
the  answer  was:  "Ths  enemy  has  had 
mere  submarines  at  work.  He  actually 
has  been  attempting  a  submarine  offen- 
sive of  the  greatest  possible  magnitude, 
la  an  effort  to  reinforce  his  offensive, 
en  land.  He  la  trying  to  bring  off  a1 
coup  which  will  inollne  us  to  peace. 

"He  bee  failed  signally  en  sea  as  on 
lsnd  and  he  has  had  te  pay  a  heavy 
price.  Our  counter-measures  are  meet- 
lag  with  Increased   success.'* 

Conditions  Bevlewed 
LONDON,  Pec.  18.— Despite  the 
fairly  large  number  of  sinkings  re- 
ported this  week,  there  is  no  decrease 
In  optimism  among  those  who  know 
the  submarine  war  situation,  who  aee 
no  reason  for  modifying  or  altering 
Premier  Lloyd  George's  statement  of 
November  10,  that  there  la  no  longer 
any  fear  of  the  submarine  proving  a 
decisive  factor  in  the  war.  Events 
since  November  20,  In  fact,  have  tended 
to  Increase  rather  than  decrease  the 
confidence    with    which    the    Premier 

•poke. 

The  month  of  November  was  a 
red  letter  month  in  the  antl-U  boat 
warfare  for  three  reasons.  First,  the 
loss  of  tonnage  during  the  month  was 
tea  lowest  sleee  the  unrestricted  sub- 
marine campaign  began.  Second,  the 
alrbjags  of  enemy  submarines  were 
the  greatest  ever  recorded  in  a  single 
month.  Third,  the  launching  of  new 
merchantmen  from  British  yards  cams, 
"within  measurable  distance''  of  equal- 
ling the  loss  of  tonnage  by  submarine 
attack. 

The  phrase  "within  measurable  dis- 
tance." Is  that  used  by  the  Govern- 
ment spokesman  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons and  the  slender  margin  Indicated 
by  that  phrase  is  one  of  the  chief 
reasons  for  the  prevailing  optimism. 
The  margin  between  the  sinkings  and 
launehings  was  so  slight  that  if  the 
Pennant  had  sunk  one  or  two  less 
ships  there  would  actually  have  been 
more  tonnage  launched  than  aunk. 

As  to  the,  number  of  submarines 
destroyed  during  the  same  period. 
It  la  not  permitted  to  give  the  actual 
figures,  hot  this  much  may  be  said: 
"The  sinkings  of  submarines  during 
November  were  within  measurable 
distance"  of  the  largest  number  the 
Oarman  U-boat  yards  were  eapsbie 
ef  turning  out  la  the  same  period. 
This  destruction  of  submarines  was 
by  no  moans  due  to  any  spasmodic 
run  of  luck,  but  to  ths  development  of 
a  detailed  comprehensive  campaign. 
Involving  many  devices  and  embrac- 
ing many  pbases-a  campaign  which 
will  grow  move  efficient  rather  than 
lent  ae  as  time  goes  on.  according  to 
expert  opinion-  _

THE  FIELD.  Dec.  18.— (By  the  Can- 
adian Overseas  Correspondent.)— The 
past  few  days  have  been  marked  by 
Increased  artillery  activity  along  our 
front,  culminating  in  enemy  raids  In 
some  strength  in  a  ^Wr_J*h"[Vn° 
leas  than  three  enemy  parties  endea- 
vored to  penetrate  our  trenchesf  The 
raids  were  preceded  by  a  15 -minute 
artillery  barrage  of  our  front  Une. 
followed  by  the  same  period  of  bom- 
bardment of  our  supports.  We  suf- 
fered no  losses  under  the  bombard- 
ment, and  met  the  attacking  parties 
with  such  vigorous  mechtne-gun  and 
rifle  Are  that  one  never  reached  our 
wire,  while  two  others  retired  in  dis- 
order, leaving  three  un wounded  pri- 
soners In  our  hands. 

Ths  prisoners  admit  Increased  en- 
emy nervousness  at  the  presence  of

In  answering  criti- 
cism of  military  operations  in  the 
House  of  Commons  yesterday.  Mr. 
Bonar  Law  said  that  the  Governments 
Information  was  that  rumors  onaeavs> 
log  the  Cambrel  operations  were 
exaggerated  greatly  and  he  had  been 
tempted  So  wens  the  House the* 
nothing  In  the  shape  of  a  decisive 
result  wee  eipected  from  that  operation. 
On  the  night  In  question  or  early  tn 
the  morning.  Mr.  Boner  Law  sold,, 
the  Germans  mad*  different  attacks  on 
the  British  Cambrai  forces.  The  eaael- 
iest  of  the  attacks,  having  regard  to 
the  number  engaged,  wee  on  the  part 
of  the  front  where,  owing  to  *ke  sur- 
prise, the  Germans  were  able  to  break 
through.  The  other  attacks  by  larger 
forces  wore  repulsed  with  great  loss 
to  the  enemy. 

The  moment  the  Cabinet  received 
an  account  of  the  attack,  the  Chan- 
ceUor  added,  they  felt  there  waa  eome- 
thlng  Boodod  in  explanation,  and  the 
first  thing  the  Cabinet  did  was  to 
send  Instructions  to  Field  Marshal 
Halg  to  give  the  Cabinet  a  full  report 
on  ell  that  had  happened.  The  Idea 
waa  that  the  Government,  if  It  wee 
satisfied  that  a  soldier  in  any  position 
was  not  capable  of  fulfilling  hU  duties. 
they  would  not  keep  him  la  his  position. 
It  Is  not  easy  for  a  civilian,  with  the 
best  Information,  to  Judge  the  ^uali- 
fieatioaa  of  a  soldier,  and  also  the 
Government  must  be  largely  guided 
by  their  experts.  Mr.  Law  said  he 
was  bound  to  declare  that  with  re- 
gard to  the  rumors  a  full  Inquiry  would 
be  held  and  the  Government  would  be 
satisfied  that  proper  action  would 
be  taken  as  a  result  of  It. 

Accidents  of  this  kind,  he  declared, 
were  inevitable  in  war.  Even  surprised 
on  a  misty  morning  might  happen, 
for  which  no  blame  could  be  attached 
to  anyone.  Mr.  Bonar  Law  could  only 
aay  that  the  Government  and  military 
authorities  were  determined  ^to  die- 
cover  the  whole  truth  of  the  matter 
and  to  take  necessary  action. 

Mr.  Bonar  Law  said  that  the  British 
movement  in  Mesopotamia  and  Pal- 
estine was  by  no  means  a  movement 
or  conquest.  The  British  had  to  defend 
their  position  in  Egypt  and  often  the 
best  defence  was  attack,  as  had  been 
shown  in  this  oaee.  He  was  unable 
to  give  Information  of  the  future 
operations  around  Salonika,  but  It 
was  absolutely  certain  that  but  for 
the  British  forces  at  Salonika  the 
Germans  would  have  been  in  possession 
of  Greece  and  the  whole  Balkan  Pen- 
insula, and  Germany  would  have  re- 
garded that  as  one  of  the  greatest 
successes  of  the  war. 

During  the  debate  there  was  con- 
siderable criticism  of  military  opera- 
tions, especially  those  at  Cambrai. 
in  the  light  of  the  editorial  la  the 
Times  demanding  an  investigation. 

John  Dillon.  Irish  Nationalist,  con- 
demned the  Government  for  .keeping 
the  public  to  the  dark  and  said  there 
were  rumors  that  the  Germans  got 
three  or  four  miles  behind  the  British 
lines  in  the  Cambrai  affair  before 
they  were  discovered.

NEW  YORK,  Dec.  II.— Ths  tor- 
pedoing of  the  Austrian  battleships  In 
the  harbor  of  Trieste  by  Italian  tor- 
pedo craft  on  the  night  of  December 
9  is  reported.

"Uf  Dear  General  Pershing: 

"I  have  much  pleasure  in  forward- 
ing herewith  for  your  Information  a 
copy  of  a  report  submitted  to  me  by 
General  Byng,  commanding  the  Third 
British  Army,  on  tha  gallant  conduct 
of  companies  of  railway  engineers  of 
the  United  States  Army  In  and  near 
Gouseaucourt,  on  the  aoth  of  Nov- 
ember. 

"I  desire  to  express  to  you  my 
thanks  and  those  of  the  British  fore  as 
engaged  far  tha  prompt  and  valuable 
aaslstanos  rendered. 'and  I  trust  that 
you  win  be  good  enough  to  convey  to 
those  gallant  men  how  much  wa  aU 
apgrscaata  thslr  prompt  and  suidlerty 
readumsn  So  assist  in  what  was  for  a 
time  a  difficult   situation.

OTTAWA.  Dec.  IS.— Sir  Robert 
Borden  returned  to  the  Capital  shortly 
before  midnight.  When  asked  about 
the  disaster  at  Halifax,  the  Premier 
told  of  how  reports  reached  him  first 
at  Summerslde,  P.E.I.,  and  then  at 
Charlottetown.  of  the  cancellation  of 
his  meetings  and  his  trip  by  special 
train  to  Halifax.  He  relates  the  early 
difficulties  of  the  situation  and  his 
visits  to  the  hospitals,  where  he  found 
many  pitiful  cases,  but  the  courage 
and  fortitude  of  the  injured  was  won- 
derful. < 

Premier  Borden  tells  of  some  of 
the  incidents,  among  which  Is  the 
following:  "A  fine  young  man  of 
Acadian  descent,  Barney  Laforte.  drove 
me  by  motor  with  wonderful  skUl 
through  the  bUnding  blizrard  which 
prevailed  Friday  afternoon  and  even- 
ing. He  had  enlisted  twice  in  the 
Canadian  forces,  but  on  both  occasions 
had  been  discharged  by  reason  of 
physical  defects.  H  is  father  and  mother 
had  nine  children,  making  up  a  family 
of  eleven.  All  had  been  killed  by  toe 
explosion  except  himself  and  hla  father." 

Continuing,  the  Premier  said:  "In 
the  arrangements  for  relief  there  was 
at  first  much  confusion,  which,  of 
course,  was  Inevitable.  Before'  I  left 
Halifax  the  committees  had  been 
efficiently  constituted  and  were  carry- 
ing out  very  effective  work.  '  Mr. 
Moore,  of  Massachusetts,  has  had 
experience  n  organizing  relief  In  the 
the  disaster  at  Salem,  Chelsea,  San 
Francisco'  and  elsewhere.  He  brought 
with  him  five  expert  organizers,  who 
under  his  direction  have  rendered  most 
valuable  aid. 

— t'-From  aU  parts  of  the  world  sym- 
pathy has  found  expression  in  the 
magnificent  aid  which  has  come  from 
so  many  quarters.  The  hearts  of  the 
people  of  HaUfax  are  overflowing 
with  gratitude  and  they  are  especially 
moved  by  the  wonderful  sympathy 
and  prompt  aid  that  has  come  to  them 
from  their  kinsmen  of  the  United  States, 
in  particular  the  people  of  the  neigh- 
boring States  of  Massachusetts  and 
Maine,  who  have  rendered  most  timely 
aid.  With  such  manifestations  of 
sympathy  and  affection  the  ties  of 
kinship  and  comradeship  have  grown 
stronger  than  ever  before. 

"One  cannot  realize  the  force  of 
the  explosion  or  the  extent  of  the  des- 
truction without  visiting  the  scene. 
At  least  one  square  mile  of  the  city  Is 
absolutely  wiped  out.  The  shock  was 
felt  as  far  away  as  Charlottetown, 
and  glass  was  broken  In  windows  at 
Truro,  sixty-one  miles  away.  In 
several  polling  sub-divisions  of  the 
city  not  a  house  remains.  The  enum- 
erators have  been  killed  and  the 
electors  are  housed  elsewhere  in  the 
city.  In  soma  cases  buidUngs  not 
completely  demolished  have  been  twis- 
ted and  warped  into  most  curious 
shapes  as  if  by  the  mad  freaks  of  an 
evil  giant's  strength.  Apparently  there 
was  a  minor  preliminary  explosion 
and  many  persons  rushed  to  the  win- 
dows Just  before  the  final  tremendous 
explosion  occurred.  Instantly  the  glass 
was  shattered  into  countless  minute 
fragments  and  driven  so  forcibly  as 
to  render  countenances  almost  un- 
recognizable with  minute  scars.  Thus, 
in  many  cases,  there  has  been  loss 
of  eyesight,  as  the  glass  was  driven 
with  such  force  that,  notwithstanding 
the  voluntary  closing  of  the  eyelids, 
minute  fragments  penetrated  the  eye- 
ball. Massachusetts  has  sent  cele- 
brated eye  specialists,  who  already 
have  given  most  effective  aid." 

Premier  Borden  pays  glowing  trib- 
utes to  the  assistance  given  from  points 
in  the  United  States  with  special 
mention  for  Hon.  A.  C.  Ratscbesky, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Public 
Safety  of  Massachusetts,  and  John 
F.  Moore,  with  the  Massachusetts 
hospital  unft.

LONDON,  Dec.  13.— In  the  House 
of  Commons  yesterday  afternoon,  Hon. 
Andrew  Bonar  Law,  in  announcing 
the  gift  of  £1.000,000  to  the  Halifax 
relief  fund,  said  the  House  had  read 
with  the  deepest  sympathy  the  ac- 
count of  the  terrible  disaster.  Hall- 
fax  was  a  city  with  which  he  had  the 
most  Intimate  relations.  His  mother 
was  born  there.  The  disaster  was 
reaUy  appalling.  Men  had  come 
most  readily  and  most  enthusiastically 
from  that  city  to  play  their  part  In 
the  war  and  a  great  many  of  them 
had  fallen.  The  Secretary  for  the 
Colonies  had  already  sent  a  message 
of  sympathy  on  behalf  of  the  Govern- 
ment, but  it  was  the  Prime  Minister's 
intention  to  send.  In  the  name  of  'the 
Cabinet,  a  message  of  sympathy 
coupled  with  a  donation  In  the  form 
of  a  vote  of  credit  of  £1,000,000.  A 
similar  gift  had  been  made  by  the 
government  of  the  United  States. 
When  this  House  sent  the  message  It 
would  go  to  the  people  of  Halifax  and 
the  people  of  Canada  with  the  certain 
knowledge  that  the  sympathy  ex- 
pressed was  not  that  of  the  Govern- 
ment alone,  but  shared  with  equal 
strength  by  the  members  of  the  Brlt-

WILL  SOON  SIT

VANCOUVER,  B.C..  Dec.  18.— 
The  schedule  for  appeal  courts  under 
the  Military  Service  Act  In  the  Prov- 
ince haa  been  fixed  and  now  it  re- 
mains for  the  Chief  Justice  to  fix  th* 
dates.  Court*  will  alt  at  Courtenay. 
Fernle,  Nelson,  Revelstoke,  Golden, 
Kamloops,  Prince  George,  Prince  Ru- 
pert and  Anyox.  • 

R.  8.  Leimie,  Provincial  registrar, 
state*  that  it  is  proposed  to  clean  up 
the  claims  in  all  accessible  places  by 
the  end  of  tbe  year. 

The  back  district  appeals  and. 
claims,  where  It  require*  long  periods 
of  got  letter*  and,  messages,  will,  per- 
haps, not  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  but  th*  effort  of  th*  regis* 
trar  haa  been  to  hasten  the  work  of 
enforcement  of  the  Military  Service 
Act,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
reach  th*  men  in  th*  outlying  district 
by  January. 

"There  are  a  few  instances  where 
the  local  tribunal  official*  failed  to 
agree,"  stated  Mr.  Lennio  yesterday, 
"and  these  cases  will  be  the  first  as- 
signed to  the  appeal  tribunals.

The  report  made  by  Tribunal  SI, 
Vancouver,  upon  the  complaint  of 
Hon.  John  Oliver  against  Lieut.  Gor- 
don. In  the  Stewart  case,  has  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Minister.  The  report 
in  effect  exonerates  the  unitary  offi- 
cer from  blame  In  connection  with 
the  case,  and  the  only  Instance  In 
which  it  la  shown  that  he  made  any 
statements  with  regard  to  Stewart  not 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  exact 
facts,  is  where  he  declared  that  he 
had  "Investigated"  the  Stewart  ex- 
emption application,  whereas  from 
Hon.  Mr.  Oliver's  standpoint  a  com- 
plete Investigation  was  not  made. 
The  report  appears  to  support  the 
view  taken  by  Major  Belson,  military 
representative,  who  attended  the  ses- 
sion at  which  the  Provincial  Minister 
made  his  complaint  against  Lieut. 
Gordon.  Major  Belson  at  that  time 
expressed  the  opinion  that  Hon.  Mr. 
Oliver  had  not  substantiated  his 
charge.  Attention  was  also  drawn  to 
the  statement  that  the  Minister  had 
applied  for  exemption  on  behalf  of 
Stewart  three  days  before  he  left  the 
police  force  of  Vancouver  to  Join  the 
Agriculture  Department!  staff  of  the 
Provincial  Government.  Thus  there 
had  apparently  been  two  applications 
for  exemption,  one  on  the  ground  that 
Stewart  was  a  police  officer  In  Van- 
couver, and  another  that  he  was  in 
the  employ  of  the  Agriculture  Depart- 
service. 

It  Is  understood  that  the  Stewart 
exemption  application  will  be  con- 
sidered "by  Tribunal  *T  tomorrow,  the 
Oliver  charges  against  Lieut.  Gordon 
now  having  been  disposed  of. 
The  Report 

The  tribunal's  finding  reads: 

"In  the  matter  of  Malcolm  A.  Stew- 
art's claim  for  exemption,  No.  17S, 
and  the  complaint  of  the  Hon.  John 
Oliver  that  Lieut  D.  J.  Gordon,  mili- 
tary representative  attached  to  the 
Tribunal  SI,  had  given  false  evidence 
and  misrepresented  the  facts  before 
the  said  tribunal  on  November  20, 
1917. 

"The  charge  was  heard  December 
10.  In  order  that  the  charges  be 
considered  in  their  true  proportion.  It 
Is  necessary  that  the  facta  as  pre- 
sented on  November  20  should  be 
clearly  set  forth. 

"We  find  that  Malcolm  A.  Stewart 
applied  for  exemption  as  a  police 
officer  In  the  employ  of  the  city  of 
Vancouver.  On  November  1,  the 
Hon.  John  Oliver,  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture, applied  for  his  exemption  on 
the  ground  that  "He  is  an  agricul- 
tural expert  whose  v  work  is  directed 
towards  Increasing  the  production  of 
food  supplies  by  encouraging  the 
teaching  of  farmers  along  up-to-date 
and  scientific  lines  of  farming,"  cer- 
tifying that  he  is  engaged  as  an 
agriculturist 

"We  find  that  Malcolm  A.  Stewart 
resigned  from  the  police  force  In  the 
city  of  Vancouver  November  S.  We 
find  that  he  had  been  employed  as  a 
police  officer  In  Vancouver  for  some 
three  years  previous  to  November  3. 

We  find  that  the  Hon.  John  Oliver 
did  not  make  the  statement  that  he 
was  taking  steps  to  have  this  case 
transferred  to  Victoria.  The  state- 
ment complained  of  was  made  in  a 
letter  signed  by  Malcolm  A.  Stewart 
and  was  never  made  by  Lieut  Gordon 
before   this   tribunal. 

"We  find  that  Mr.  Roy '  MacLennan. 
the  predecessor  of  Malcolm  A.  Stew- 
art was  not  obliged  to  resign  through 
pressure,  that  the  statement  had  been 
made  and  withdrawn  by  Lieut.  Gor- 
don and  should  not  have  been  re- 
ported. 

Open  to  Doubt 

"As  to  whether  the  position  of 
editor  of  the  agricultural  publication 
required  the  services  of  an  agricul- 
tural expert  seems  to  be  a  matter  of 
opinion.  The  late  occupant  a  news- 
paperman, says  not.  Stewart  his 
successor,  has  for  three  years  past 
been  a  policeman,  and  we  have  no 
evidence  before  us  that  he  continued 
his  agricultural  studies  during  that 
time. 

"Mr.  Oliver  complains  that  thta  case 
waa  not  properly  Investigated  and 
that  Lieut  Gordon  did  .not  write  to 
him  ashing  for  such  Information  aa 
he  might  require.  But  Lieut  Gordon 
was  aware  that  thla  tribunal  wrote 
to  the  Hon.  John  Oliver,  November  10, 
se  follows:  'We  beg  to  acknowledge 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  1st  Inst 
re  M.  A.  Stewart  and  note  that  this 
man  has  recently   been  appointed   to

your  department  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  he  baa  neglected  tar  three 
years  to  render  himself  available  Cor 
service,  either  In  an  agricultural  or  a 
military  capacity,  would  you  still  re- 
commend that  he  be  exempt  from 
military  servicer'  , 

"Mr.  Oliver.  In  his  reply  of  Nov- 
ember 14,  failed  to  give  ua  his  opinion  or 
the  Information  we  asked  for.  "■<  No  re- 
port had  been  made  to  Lieut  Gordon 
on  this  ease  by  the  military  authori- 
ties, and  the  time  at  hla  disposal  be- 
fore »:I0  a.m.  and  after  6:30  p.m.  did 
not  give  him  much  time  to  thoroughly 
investigate  many  oases.  During  these 
hours  he  waa  constantly  employed  on 
the  cases  Immediately  before  thla 
tribunal.  The  statement  made  by 
Lieut  Gordon  that  ho  investigated 
thla  caae'  la,  from  Mr.  Oliver's  stand- 
point, meaning  'complete  Investiga- 
tion,' not  technically  correct

CITY  EMPLOYERS  AND 

EMPLOYEES  WILL  ACT 


Composition  Will  Be  on  Fifty- 
Fifty  Lines,  With  Mr,  James 
Forman  Chairman — Refer- 
endum for  Wednesday. 


The  Board  of  Trade  took  another  step 
in  ito  saltation  for  the  repeal  or  amend- 
ment of  the  Half-Holiday  Act  yesterday, 
when  President  James  Forman  was 
given  authority  to  name  a  committee 
representing  employers  and  employees 
In  equal  number  to  look  into  the  prob- 
lem from  all  angles. 

Now  that  the  board  has  learned  that 
practically  all  other  cities  in  the  Prov- 
ince are  satisfied  with  the  Act,  whatever 
action  it  may  take  will  be  confined  to 
Victoria.  It  is  taken  that  the  present 
purpose  of  the  board  to  arrange  for 
the  circulation  of  a  petition",  for  a 
referendum  as  to  whether  Wednesday 
would  not  be  more  suitable  than  Sat- 
urday for  the  operation  of  the  store- 
closing  statute,  although  all  depends  oh 
the  report  of  the   fifty-fifty  committee. 

The  programme  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  la  set  forth  in  this  recommenda- 
tion submitted  to  yesterday's  meeting 
by  Mr.  James  H.  Fletcher,  president  of 
the  Retail  Merchants'  Association,  act- 
ing as  chairman  of  a  special  Board  of 
Trade  committee  that  has  been  inquir- 
ing into  the  whole  matter: 

Present  Act  Unsatisfactory 

"Whereas,  the  Weekly  Half-Holiday 
Act  enacted  by.  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  British  Columbia  at  the  1916 
session  became  operative  in  the  city  of 
Victoria  July  1,  1916;    and 

"Whereas,  In  compliance  with  the  said 
Act,  it  has  been  compulsory  for  the  re- 
tail stores  to  close  each  and  every  Sat- 
urday afternoon  at  1  o'clock;    and, 

'"Whereas,  it  appears  to  be  the  general 
opinion  of  all  parties  that  the  said  Act 
has  not  given  universal  satisfaction; 
and, 

"Whereas,  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  retail  merchant,  the  employee,  the 
public,  and  the  general  welfare  and 
prosperity  of  the  city  of  Victoria,  it 
appears  essential  that  there  are  certain 
amendments  to  the '  said  Act  required 
in  order  to  effect  the  same;    and, 

"Whereas,  to  facilitate  obtaining  such 
amendments.  It  Is  not  only  beneficial 
but  essential  that  united  efforts .  should 
be  bad  from  all  parties  concerned  in 
the  endorsatlon  of  such  amendments  as 
are  required : 

Mare   Ventral  Chairman 

"Therefore  bo  it  resolved  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  of  the  city  of  Victoria 
that  the  unsatisfactory  phases  of  the 
Weekly  Half-Holiday  Act  can  be  con* 
sidered  and  just  and  proper  amend- 
ments thereto  drafted  by  a  Joint  com- 
mittee consisting  of  an  equal  number 
of  representative  retail  merchants  of 
the  city  and  representative  retail  em- 
ployees of  this  city,  the  president  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  to  act  as  chair- 
man." 

In  submitting  this  recommendation, 
Mr.  Fletcher  stated  his  belief  that  if 
the  two  principal  parties  in  the  con- 
troversy, the  employers  and  employees, 
were  brought  together,  a  solution  of  the 
existing  difficulty  could  be  easily  found. 

After  several  members  had  spoken  on 
the  disadvantages  of  tbe  Saturday  half- 
holiday,  saying  that  It  resulted  in  con- 
fusion and  loss  of  business,  Mr.  J.  D. 
O'Conneli  favored  the  vesting  of  full 
powers  for  future  action  with  the  com- 
mittee proposed  by  Mr.  Fletcher. 
£oae  Hand  mtlle 

Mr.  J.  W.  Spencer  thought  it  would 
bo  futile  for  the  Board  of  Trade  to 
play  a  lone  hand  In  asking  any  amend- 
ments to  the  Saturday  Half-Holiday 
Act,  but  considered  it  would  be  easy 
to  circulate  a  petition  asking  for  a 
change  In  the  day.  If  such  were  thought 
necessary. 

Mr.  John  Cochrane,  referring  to  Van- 
couver's declining  to  lend  any  strength 
to  the  local  board's  agitation  for  a 
repeal  of  the  Act,  suggested  that  pos- 
sibly the  Terminal  City,  by  so  doing, 
was  "putting  something  over"  on  Vic- 
toria. With  Wednesday  as  the  half- 
holiday,  Vancouver  was  losing  nothing 
like  the  amount  of  business  that  Vic- 
toria was  with  the  Saturday  closing, 
and  he  thought  Vancouver  wouldn't  bo 
likely  to  shed  many  tears  for  Victoria, 
if  this  city  should  In  any  way  be  handi- 
capped commercially  to  the  advantage 
of  Vancouver.  Victoria  would  have  to 
fight  for  Itself,  and  with  determina- 
tion. 

Mr.  Fletcher  protested  against  the 
necessity  for  the  early  store-closing 
during  the  Christmas  period,  and  added 
that  he  could  produce  letters  showing 
that  Victoria  was  the  only  city  from 
the  Pacific  Coast  to  Halifax  that  had 
a  compulsory  Saturday  half-holiday  In 
force. 


Lawyers  and  Politicians" 
The  original  proposal  as  to  the  com- 
position of  the  fifty-fifty  committee  was 
to  allot  five  members  to  each  faction, 
but  the  number  was  left  open  for  the 
decision  of  the  chairman,  Mr.  Forman, 
who  will  probably ,  make  the  appoint- 
ments today.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  an  equal  number  of  neutral  mem- 
bers, "barring  lawyers  and  politicians." 
be  added.  This  was  voted  down,  how- 
ever. 

Alderman  E.  B.  Andros  favored  the 
taking  of  immediate  steps  for  changing 
the  half-holiday  to  Wednesday  by  the 
referendum  route.  "If  this  committee 
meets."  he  queried,  "how  will  It  ever 
reach  a  decision,  and  If  they  do  reach 
a  decision  what  will  happen?  What 
strength  will  Its  findings  have?  Ws 
won't  get  anywhere.  Why  not  refer  It 
to  the  people  and  got  a  direct  answer 
that  will  bo  law  7" 
The  mooting   resumed   Its    discussion

PUSH  CLAIM  AGAINST 
CM  TO  THE  LIMIT 


Committee  'Vested  With  Full 
Powers  to  'Proceed  With 
Discrimination  Charges  — 
Will  Approach  President, 


The  Board  of  Trade  yesterday  de- 
cided to  press  to  the  limit  its  charges 
against  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
on  the  grounds  of  commercial  dis- 
crimination against  Victoria. 

By  a  unanimous  vote  the  full  board 
showed  that  it  was  solidly  back  of 
the  railway  freights  committee  report, 
which,  following  an  exhaustive  sum- 
mary of  the  transportation  situation 
here,  sets  forth  eight  specific  in- 
stances of  how  the  service  of  the 
C.  P.  R.  has  handicapped  Victoria's 
trade  standing. 

The  report  was  referred  back  to  the 
committee,  which  was  granted  full 
power  to  act  in  the  matter.  This 
virtually  moans  that  the  whole  mat- 
ter will  be  brought  at  once  before 
Baron  Bhaughnessy,  president  of  the 
C.  P.  R,  this  being  the  most  direct 
course  that  could  be  taken.    . 

President  James  Forman  com- 
mended the  committee,  stating  that  it 
was  worthy  of  congratulation  on 
drawing  up  such  a  "courageous  and 
competent"  report  He  remarked  that 
for  a  single  city  of  the  Dominion  to 
take  Issue  with  a  corporation  like  the 
C.  P.  R.  on  such  important  matters 
was  a  big  undertaking,  but  he  ex- 
pressed confidence  that  the  personal 
attention  of  Baron  Bhaughnessy  would 
set  things  right  once  and  for  all. 
Plain   Business   Competition 

The  railway  freight  committee  re- 
port, which  appeared  in  full  in  The 
Colonist  of  Wednesday  morning,  was 
formally  presented  to  the  full  board 
by  Chairman  Conrad  P.  Bchwengers, 
It  having  been  referred  on  by  the  coun- 
cil Tuesday  morning.  Mr.  Bchwen- 
gers went  over  the  principal  points 
embodied  In  the  document  and  gave  It 
as  his  verdict  that  the  attitude  of  the 
C.  P.  R.  officials  at  Western  Head- 
quarters In  Vancouver  was  not  due  to 
jealousy  so  much  as  It  was  to  plain 
business  competition.  "I  don't  think 
there  has  been  any  antagonism,"  he 
said.  "But  the  Interests  between 
here  and  Vancouver  don't  agree  and 
are  often  at  great  variance.  It  is 
only  a  matter  of  business-getting  and 
Vancouver,  by  virtue  of  its  position, 
has  a  dlstincet  advantage./ 

He  declared  that  the  gradual  ab- 
sorption of  Victoria's  commercial 
privileges  had  been  Insidious,  and 
that  C.  P.  R.  officials  In  Vancouver 
had  shown  quite  openly  a  tendency 
to  put  a  spoke  in  this  city's  trade  ad- 
vancement at  every  opportunity  pre- 
sented. The  situation  had  now 
reached  that  stage  when  the  city 
could  not  afford  to  sit  back  and  take 
no  notice  of  what  was  going  on. 
Advises  Patience 

He  advised,  however,  that  every  ef- 
fort should  be  made  to  reach  an  ami- 
cable agreement  with  the  company 
before  entering  Into  a  more  forcible 
and  drastic  scheme  such  as  boycott 
or  creation  of  new  competition.  That 
the  grievances  against  the  company 
were  well  foundd  was  evident  by  tbe 
number  of  calls  he'  had  received  by 
merchants  and  shippers  who  cited 
cases  where  they  had  been  adversely 
affected  by  the  C.  P.  R  rates. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Fletcher  told  of  a  case 
where  the  C.  P.  R.  had  altered  the 
rates  on  musical  instruments  handled 
by  his  firm  over  the  E.  and  N.  Rail- 
way. It  had  been  found  that  It  took 
from  five  to  ten  days  to  ship  to  the 
Mainland  from  here  via  Nanalmo. 
The  C.  P.  !Lm  concession  to  the  pro- 
test which  followed  amounted  to  a  re- 
duction of  one-third  of  the  ordinary 
rate.  That  was  a  case  where  the 
company  had  made  an  effort  to  look 
after  Victoria's  interests. 

Mr.  Aaron  Oonnason  said  that  the 
high  rates  on  timber  shipment*  from 
the  Island  prevented  the  operation  of 
more  sawmills  here.  Capt  George 
McGregor  added  that  fully  three- 
fourths  of  the  timber  handled  by  the 
mills  of  Burrard  Inlet  and  Fraser 
River  came  from  the  forests  of  Van-

Lady  Swimmers  From  Anti- 
podes Cannot  Compete  in 
U,  S.  Unless  Promoters  Pay 
Guardians'  Expenses,

SAN  PRANCSIOO.  Dec.  11— Au- 
stralian girl  swimmers  who  visit  the 
United  State*  la  the  future  must  be 
accompanied  by  chaperon*,  and  the 
promoters  of  the  meets  In  which  the 
swimmer  appears  must  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  this  guardian  as  well  aa 
those  of  the  swimmer. 

This  ruling  was  made  recently  by 
Australian  amateur  sporting  authori- 
ties, according  to  word  reaching  here. 
The  first  one  to  be  affected  by  the 
'ruling  will  be  Miss  Fannie  Durack, 
who  la  contemplating  a  trip  to  Amer- 
ica in.  the  near  future  for  a  number 
of  meets  In  Pacific  coast  and  other 
states. 

One  chaperon  may  accompany  a 
group  of  girls,  according  to  the  nil* 
lng,  but  no  girl  may  participate  In 
swimming  meets  under  amateur  or- 
ganisations without  this  attendant. 

On  account  of  the  ruling  Pacific 
coast  swlmmlnd  promoters  figure  that 
It  will  cost  over  12,000  to  bring  Miss 
Durack  here  for  the  series  of  meets 
In  which  it  Is  Intended  to  enter  her. 
Plans  are  also  under  Way  to  have 
other  Australian  girl  swimmers  come 
here  under  the  guidance  of  the  same 
chaperon,  and  they  will  be  brought 
over  seas  If  the  cost  Is  not  too  great. 

A  similar  ruling  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  of  America  states  that 
girls  under  20  years  who  swim  under 
Its  direction  may  demand  a  chaperon, 
but  the  promoter  of  the  meet  la  given 
the  privilege  of  either  accepting  or 
rejecting  the  demand.

A  recent  issue  of  the  Cornhlll  Mag- 
azine contains  an  interesting  remin- 
iscence of  the  early  experiences  of  the 
late  Capt.  F.,C,  Selous  as  an  elephant 
hunter. 

In  August,  1872,  Selous  '  presented 
himself  at  the  savage  court  of  Loben- 
gula,  whose  chief  town  was  Bulu- 
wayo.  Selous,  not  yet  21  years  of 
age,  asked  permission  to  hunt  ele- 
phants, and  offered  suitable  presents. 
Ix>bengula  at  first  toughed  bolster-  . 
ously  at  the  tod's  youth  and  temerity. 
However,  a  day  or  two  later,  the  King 
gave  him  leave,  adding  that  the  ele- 
phants would  soon  drive  him  out  of 
the  country>  The  lad  Joyfully  went 
bis  way  and  was  soon  afterwards 
hunting  for  the  elephants'  ivory  In  the 
moag  primitive  fashion.  He  had  lost 
his  only  useful  rifle,  and  as  substitute 
bad  bought  an  old  cheap  muzzle- load- 
ing 4-borc  elephant  gun,  such  as  the 
hunting  Boers  then  used,  weighing  14 
pounds,  carrying  spherical  bullets  four 
to  the  pound,  backed  by  17  drachms 
of  powder.  This  description  of  the 
piece  may  help  one  to  Judge  what 
manner  of  man  he  was  who  could 
hunt  on  foot  in  a  hot  climate  with 
such  a  weapon.  The  recoil  was  im- 
mense and  very  punishing.  Once  his 
native  henchman  in  the  excitement  of 
an  elephant  hunt,  rammed  down  two 
charges  and  bullets  by  mistake  The 
recoil  knocked  Selous  head  over  heels, 
stunned  him.  Injured  his  right  arm 
and  Inflicted  a  severe  wound  under 
the  eye,  the  scar  of  which  he  carried 
to  the  day  of  his  death. 

With  this  rude  weapon  and  a  simi- 
lar one  Selous  killed  during  his  first 
three  seasons  seventy-eight  elephants. 
In  his  first  attempt,  when  he  shot 
with  a  well-known  Hottentot  hunter, 
Cigar,  a  first-rate  native  hunter,  of 
great  pluck  and  running  powers,  he 
himself  bagged  450  pounds  of  Ivory 
and  traded  1,200  pounds,  more  The 
rood  of  Selous  and  his  hunter.  Cigar, 
consisted  of  Kaffir  corn,  water  and 
the  meat  they  shot.  ,

CHRISTMAS  CONCERT 

HAS  CAROL  SINGERS 


Delightful  Programme  Given 
Under  Ladles'  Musical  Club 
Auspices  at  Empress  Last 

Night  Revives  Old  Songs. 


As  convenor  for  their  Christmas 
programmes  the  Ladles'  Musical  Club 
Is  happy  la  the  possesion  of  such  an 
experienced  organiser  ss  Mrs.  Gideon 
Hicks,  than  whom  there  Is  probably 
no  member  of  the  Society  more  fam- 
iliar with  the  right  kind  of  music  far 
such  sa  entertainment.  Her  concert 
last  December  set  a  standard  which 
was  worthy  of  emulation  but  last  night's 
programme  at  the  Empress  touched 
perhaps  an  even  higher  level  of 
perfection  and  restored.  In  the  midst 
of  anxious  times,  much  of  the  old 
Christmas  atmosphere  and  spirit. 

The  beautiful  old  hymn,  "O  Come 
All  Ye  Faithful."  which  opened  the 
concert,  put  the  gathering  at  the  out- 
set Into  the  right  mood  for  the  general 
sentiment  of  that  which  waa  to  follow, 
and  Just  a  suggestion  of  stsge  setting 
— an  open  hearth  hinting  of  home — 
subtly  assisted  In  holding  the  listener 
in  this  humor  of  " Peace  and  good  will.' 

The  carols  were  the  basis  snd  spirit 
of  the  recital,  and  although  thefe 
were  actually  only  four  sung,  they 
lent  of  their  character  to  the  whole 
programme.  Lovely  old  airs,  most 
of  them  familiar  to  the  people  for 
generations  back,  they  appeal  to  some- 
thing almost  racial,  and  the  favorite 
refrains.  "The  First  NoweU"  and 
"Good  King  Wenceslas"  went  straight 
to  the  heart.  No  less  beautiful  were 
"On  Christmas  Morn"  and  "Across 
the  Desert  Sands  by  Night,"  the 
faultless  sympathy  and  simplicity  of 
the  rendering  showing  intelligent  leader- 
ship In  the  matter  of  their  preparation. 
Freeh,  unaffected  Quality,  essential  to 
the  most  effective  rendering  of  these 
semi-reUgioue  songs,  was  beautifully 
sustained  in  the  voices  throughout 
and  the  parts,  while  carrying  distinc- 
tively, related  themselves  to  each  other 
with  perfect  fidelity  and  precision. 
The  two  groups  were  gems  of  beauty, 
the  carol-singers  being  the  Misses 
Denise  Harris  snd  Lotus  Griffith, 
Mesdames  Stringer,  Duncan  Camp- 
bell, Warn  and  Hicks,  and  Messrs. 
B.  Petch,  J.  Fetch.  W.  Melville  and 
Gideon  Hicks.  Mr.  Edward  Parsons 
at  the  organ  provided  just  the  right 
volume  of  accompaniment,  giving  ths 
finishing  touch  to  the  artistic  part- 
singing. 

Other  Numbers 

In  the  matter  of  solo  numbers  the 
programme  was  also  fortunate.  Miss 
Denise  Harris,  who  it  is  to  be  hoped 
hss  permanently  joined  the  ranks  of 
concert  singers  here,  contributed  an 
altogether  charming  group  of  three 
(including  her  encore)  French  "Chan- 
sons," which  only  helped  to  confirm 
the  promise  given  in  her  voice  at  her 
first  appearance  here  recently.  Of 
unusual  sweetness  and  timbre  her 
voice  has  also  range  and  carrying 
quality,  and  particularly  beautiful  was 
her  rendering  of  "La  Chanson  dee 
Pres"  (Godard),  and  her  encore.  "L'~ 
adieu  du  Matin."  Her  French  Is 
pretty,  and  she  sings  with  beautiful 
unaffectedness  of  voice  and  manner. 

Mr.  Edmund  Petch  has  a  tenor  of 
rare  purity  and  tone,  if  the  volume  is 
somewhat  slight  for  a  large  hall. 
"The  Heavenly  Song."  followed  by 
the  encore  "Last  Night  I  was  Dream- 
ing." were  very  well  suited  to  the  pro- 
gramme- and  the  singer  and  were 
warmly,  applauded. 

Mrs.  Duncan  Campbell  has  a  mag- 
nificent contralto,  and  her  voice  has 
not  only  volume  and  sweetness,  but 
variety  of  color.  Her  numbers  were, 
"Christmas  Bells,"  a  very  appro- 
priate choice,  and  "  The  Star." 

No  singer  is  a  greater  favorite  or 
more  finished  vocalist  than  Mr.  Gideon 
Hicks,  and  no  portion  of  the  programme 
was  more  thoroughly  enjoyed  than  his 
"Why  Do  the  Nations."  snd  "All 
Through  the  Night,"  the  former  show- 
ing his  abilities  In  more  or  less  decla- 
matory style,  the  latter  In  rich  vocalis- 
ing and  breadth  of  tone.

R.  G.  Dug-gen  in  the  Provincial  Smiles, 
has  now  taken  shape  snd  the  following 
Is  a  copy  of  the  petition's  terms: 
"To  the  Honorable  the  Premier  of 
British  Columbia  and  Members 
of  the  Cabinet: 

"We.  the  undersigned,  respect- 
fully request  that  you  reconsider 
the  dismissal  of  Mr.  B.  G.  Duggan 
from  the  Provincial  Service.  We 
fully  recognize  the  existence  of  the 
Civil  Service  Act.  but  these  are 
abnormal  times.  Politics  are  rele- 
gated to  the  background,  and  the 
great  Issues  at  stake  call  for  mess- 
urea  not  recognised  at  other  times. 
The  dismissal  of  the  President  of 
the  Victoria  branch  of  the  Great 
War  Veterans'  Association  woiud 
appear  to  indicate  the  intention  of 
the  Government  to  refuse  personal 
liberty,  and  freedom  at  this  criti- 
cal time  la  the  life  of  the  Empire  to 
men  who  have  rendered  service 
and  ssved  the  country  so  far  from 
the  domination  of  the  Prussian 
autocrat. 

"We,  your  petitioners,  respect- 
fully urge  the  reinstatement  of  Mr. 
R.  G.  Duggan  in  the  position  from 
which  he  has  been  dismissed." 
Members  of  the  men's  and  women'a 
auxiliaries  in  this  city  are  formulating 
their  plan  of  action  so  that  it  will  con- 
form with  tbst  adopted  by  similar  or- 
ganizations  on   the   mainland   and   in 
keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  petition 
now  in  circulation  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince.

ment of  thousands  of  rifles  and  mil- 
lions of  rounds  of  ammunition,  seized 
by  tho  United  States  because  of  ltd 
suspicious  '  destination,  according  to 
evidence  Introduced  into  the. trial  horo 
today  of  a  number  of  Hindus  and 
others  charged  with  fomenting  a 
revolutionary  movement  against  Brit- 
ish rule  In  India. 

Three  letters  written  by  Von  Bern- 
storf  f  to.  Secretary  of  State  Lansing  in 
1916  protesting  against  tho  setaore  of 
the  steamer  Annie  Larson  and  the  se- 
questration '  of  her  cargo  of  guns  and 
ammunition  by  the  United  States  were 
introduced  Into  the  evidence.  Von 
Bernstorff  -held  in  the  letters  that  an 
Opinion  of  tho  Attorney-General  that 
the  eelxure  was  legal  was  null  and  void 
'  because  the  destination  of  tho  shipment 
was  Plainly  announced  as  German  East 
Air  tea. 

The  Government  is  endeavoring  to 
connect  the  shipment  with  an  alleged 
conspiracy  to  arm  and  equip  native 
forces  la  India  to  effect  a  revolutionary 
government  there.  Witnesses  have  In- 
dicated that  this  supposed  conspiracy 
waa  abetted  by  Gorman  diplomacy  and 

finances, 

The  Annie  Larson  was  taken  into  the 
soft  of  Hoquiam.  Wash.,  ey  U.  S.  naval 
vessels  after  she  had  act  sail,  from  San 
Diego,  with  a  cargo  of  rifles,  carbines 
and  ammunition  consigned  to  that  port 
by  Hans  Launcher,  agent  of  the  Krupps 
nrNew  Tort,  according  to  testimony  of- 
fered today  toy  Henry  Muck,  manager 
of  a  munitions  distributing  company  in 
New  York,  of  which  Lauacher  waa  the 
head.  The  shipment  was  sent  from  New 
York  late  in  1914,  and  consisted  of  six- 
teen carloada  of,  war  material. 

Muck  testified  that  another  shipment 
of  war  materials  was  subsequently 
mads  up  in'  New  York  for  shipment  to 
Batavla,  Island  of  Java.  This  shipment 
waa  refused  by  a  steamship  company 
and  waa  subsequently  stored  and  re- 
sold. 

Evidence  of  tho  purchase  of  two  btg 
shipments  of  arms  and  other  munitions, 
totalling  1196.000  and  $76,000,  respec- 
tively, through  Lauscher  in  this  coun- 
try, at  the  direction  of  Capt.  .von  Papen, 
military  attache  of  tho  German  embassy 
at  Washington,  also  waa  Introduced  by 
Muck:  This  first  purchase  la  supposed 
to  have  made  up  the  cargo  of  the  Annie 
Larsen.  The  second  is  the  shipment 
that    was   rsfuaed   transportation.      V 


WOMEN  SOLIDLY 

BEHIND  UNIONIST 
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pointed  to  the  large  share  the  women 
arc  taking  in  war  work  In  Canada, 
3,500  Canadian  women  as  nurses  at^ 
base  hospitals,  not  including  Bed 
Cross  nurses. 

The  Women's  Century 
The  present  had  aptly  been  called 
the'  women's  century,  aald  Mrs. 
FouLkes.  who  in  a  strong  appeal  for 
the.  support  of  women  for  the  Union 
Government,  pointed  out  that'  while 
those  women  who  possessed  the  fran- 
chise had  secured  groat  privileges, 
they  at  the  same  time  -  must  assume 
equally  great  responsibilities,  chief  of 
which  ware  the  aending  of  reinforce- 
ments to  the  men  at  the  front,  the 
utilisation  of  every  man  and  dollar  in 
the  winning:  of  the  war.  If  every 
woman  of  the  estimated  400.000  who 
possess  the  franchise  did,  her  full 
duty  there  would  be  absolutely  no 
doubt  as  to  the  return  of  the  Union 
Government,  .pledged  to  do  its  utmost 
to  win  the  war  and  maintain  the 
proud  place  the  Canadian  forces  have 
gained  overseas.  All  the  more  Im- 
perative waa  It  that  the  Women  ehould 
not  fail  to  vote  for  the  Union  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  In  Quebec  alone  ther<e 
had  been  some  394,000  applications  for 
exemption. 

"We  women  have  to  offset  that. 
The  men  there  are  shirking  their  duty 
and  the  only  way  they  can  be  forced 
to  do  their  duty  Is  by  the  enforcement 
of  conscription  to  the  limit" 

Recriminations      against      the     late 
Conservative   Government,   which   ex- 
pired three  months  ago  to  give  place 
to  a  new  administration  of  the  beat 
elements  in  both  parties,  were  useless, 
Mrs.  Foulkes  said.   Canada  must  keep 
her  pledge  to  the  men     overseas,   to 
live  up  to  the     proud     boast  that  a 
Britisher's     word  is  as     good  aa  bis 
bond.      "Think    of  the     glorious  vic- 
tories-won by  our  boys.     They  did  not 
hesitate.      We  cheered  them  off.    Are 
we  to  desert  them  now  in  the  hour  of 
their  greatest  need.     You  know  how 
that  referendum  will     result     If  the 
slackers     ever     vote     on     it"      Mrs. 
Fowkes  quoted  from  the  statements  of 
Sir  Arthur  Currle  and  others'  to  Show 
the  need  of  reinforcements  and  pointed 
to  the  statement  of  Ambassador  Ger- 
ard,  when  here,     to  the     effect  that 
nothing     would     give     the     Germans 
greater  encouragement   than   to  hear 
that  Canada  has   drawn     out  of  the 
war.     'If  you  want  to  see  your  men 
come  back,  vote  for  the  Union,"  she 
declared    amid      applause.       She      eulo- 
gised Dr.  Tolmle  aa  a  man  who  came 
before   the   electors   with   hands    unfet- 
tered,    a     clean  record     and  one  who 
could  be  depended  upon  to  work  in  the 
very    beat    Interests   of   the    men    over- 
seas aad  of  the  returned  soldier. 
Men  Need  Help 
Comrade  Lusford.  a  returned  soldier, 
made   a   telling   address,    pointing     to 
the  Imperative  need  of  reinforcements 
at  the  front  and. refuting  the  oft-re- 
peated statements  by  speakers  of  the 
opposition  that  there  are  today  over- 
seas thousands  of  Canadian  men  who 
could  he  placed  in  the  battle  line,    He 
asserted  at  present  there  are  not  more 
than  4*.0oe  men  la  the  trenches,  »*at 
battalion*  are  sadly  reduced  the  while 
the  renmintng  men  are  forced  to  carry 
out  the  work  of  full  corpe.    Ho  paid  a

However  unworthy  the  mo- 
tives of  those  who  naed  that  crime 
for  their  purpose,  the  great  underly- 
ing principle  today  in  the  world  war 
la  the  struggle  of  democracy.  There 
have  been  great  readjustments  In 
governments  necessitated  by  the 
changed  conditions,  restrictive  legis- 
lation mVsre  drastic  than  ever  before 
seen  has  been  enacted.  The  people 
have  been  learning  the  lessen  that  the 
time  has-  come  for  them  to  relinquish 
the  liberty  democracy  gives  to  them 
In  order  that  the  aplrit  of  democracy 
shall  ,lve-  Canada  baa  reached  the 
point  where  the  real  strain  is  being 
felt,  when  the  glamour  of  war  has 
been  erased. 

"We  know  what  our  brave  men  are 
doing  and  we  have  got  to  stand  .be- 
hind them.  We  believe  no  one  politi- 
cal party  can  conduct  this  war,  that 
we  can  do  better  work  under  the 
Union.  But  there  la  more  In  the  situ- 
ation than  the  mere  sending  overseas 
of  100,000  more  men.  We  must  pull 
together  our  every  resource.  There  la 
the  great  question  of  Increased  pro- 
duction to  avert  the  threatened  food 
shortage.  Tou  women  have  a  tremen- 
dous responsibility  and  it  behooves 
you  to  use  your  franchise  aright  We 
ate  going  to  reinforce  our  men  at  the 
front  and  not  leave  them  to  wait  until 
there  are  none  to  come  back." 
Canada's  First  Duty 
A  hearty  reception  waa  tendered 
Dr.  Tolmle.  who  made  a  Strang  plea 
for  support  of  the  Union  Government, 
which  was  pledged  to  the  hilt  to  exert 
to  the  utmost  Canada's  resources  in 
men,;  money  and  materials  to  the  end 
that  the  war  .may  be  won.  If  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurler,  as  he  had  stated,  can 
today  go  to  Quebec  and  get  sufficient 
men  for  reinforcements,  why  had  ha 
not  done  it  in  August,  1914.  or  why 
not  now?  The  present  was  no  time  to 
argue  over  the  advisability  §f  sending 
reinforcements.  The  need  was  Im- 
perative and  recognised. 

Think  of  your  boys  at  the  front  who 
are  not  receiving  the  help1  they  were 
led  to  expect  Think  of  them  In  their 
tremendous  peril.  Surely  the  people 
of  this  country  recognise  that  this  is 
no  time  for  dilly-dallying,  for  argu- 
ments, but  for  prompt  action.  We  are 
In  the  crisis.'  On  Monday  Canadians 
at  home  will  have  the  lives  of  the 
men  overseas  practically  placed  In 
their  hands.  Tou  will  be  asked 
whether  you  desire  to  stand  by  a  'plst- 
form  of  vague  promises  with  a  refer- 
endum in  the  background,  or  support 
a  Union  Government  standing  for  a 
clear-cut  programme,  the  effect  of 
which  will  be  throwing  every  ounce 
of  Canada's  strength  into  the  fight. 
There  is  no  other  Issue.  We  are  In 
the  war,  we  have  not  yet  won.  Either 
we  go  on  or  quit  Which  shall  it  be?" 
Dr.  Tolmle  referred  to  the  necessity 
of  conscription,  of  ita  fairness  to  every 
class,  and  to  the  fact  that  in  view  of 
the  failure  of  the  voluntary  system 
nothing  else  remained.  But  with  the 
conscription  of  man-power  must  go 
conscription  of  war  profits,  and,  In- 
deed, of  every  needed  resource.  He

meeting  at  the  Park  View  Palace, 
at  110th  Street  and  Fifth  Avenue, 
yesterday,  to  celebrate  the  triumph 
of  their  oaase  In  Petrograd.  They 
jeered  and  hissed  as  the  name  of 
President  Wilson;  they  denounced 
Governments,  institutions,  and  so- 
ciety. They  hailed  the  approach 
of  social  revolution  and  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  existing  order  of  things. 
Demoniac  Lender 

It  was  a  demonstration  of  the 
Bolshevik!  in  action,  and  it  wound 
up  In  a  frenzy  of  music  and  dancing, 
with  a  long-haired  Bolshevikl  reeling 
through  the  ranks  of  whirling  com- 
rades with  a  bottle  of  whiskey  In  his 
hand.  He  wore  shabby  clothes,  his 
brown  hair  hung  to  his  shoulders,  and 
a  loose  black  tie  flowed  from  his  neck. 
Holding  the  bottle  aloft  as  ha  danced, 
be  invited  all  to  drink,  and  if  none 
would  drink  with  him  he  drank  by 
himself,  caressing  the  bottle  as  he  did 
so,  and  wafting  kisses  after  each  drink 
to  the  spirit  of  freedom,  to  the  triumph 
of  the  social'  revolution  and  the  sal- 
vation of  the  proletariat. 

Convivial  Banner 

He  was  a  living  representation  of 
the  Bolshevist  banner  displayed  in 
front  of  the  stage.

Court  Opens  Inquiry  asto  Fatal 
Meeting  of  Steamers  Imo 
and  Mont  Blanc  in  Halifax 
Harbor,

HALIFAX.  Dc.  It.— The  official  in- 
quiry into  the  coillaion  between  the 
French  steamer  Mont  Blance  and  the 
Belgian  relief  steamer  Imo  on  De- 
cember 6  was  begun  this  morning-  be- 
fore Mr.  Justice  Drysdale,  Judge  In 
Admiralty,  who  ia  assisted  by  Capt 
Hoee,  B.N..  and  Wreck  Commissioner 
Demers,  acting-  as  nautical  expert  as- 
sessors. Counsel  in  the  case  are: 
W.  A.  Henry.  K.C.,  for  the  Dominion 
Government;  Humphrey  Melllah, 
K.C.,  for  the  owner*  of  the  Mont 
Blanc;  J.  O.  Burchell,  K.C.,  for  the 
owner*  of  the  Imo;  Mr.  Frank  Bell, 
for  the  city  of  Halifax;  Andrew 
Cluney,  K.C.,  for  the  Govern- 
ment of  Nova  Scotia,  and  T.  R.  Rob- 
ertson. K.C.,  for  the  Halifax  pilotage 
commission.  Joseph  P.  Nolan,  N*w 
York,  regular  counsel  for  the  owners 
of  the  Mont  Blanc,  was  extended  the 
privilege  of  the  bar. 

Whan  the  Inquiry  opened  only  the 
member*  of  the  commission,  counsel, 
witnesses  and   a  few  newspapermen

were  present,  the  general .  public  ap- 
parently being  too  busy  rebuilding  to 
attend  the  session. 

At  the  outset  Mr.  Henry  asked  the 
exclusion  from  the  court  of  all  wit- 
nesses except  Pilot  Mackay  and  Cap- 
tain Lamodec.  of  the  Mont  Blanc,  and 
Alex.  Johansen.  the  steward  of  the 
Imo,  the  principal  witnesses. 

Mr.  Burchell  asked  tor  the  exclu- 
sion of  all  witnesses  except  those  giv- 
ing evidence. 

Mr.  Henry  said  Pilot  Mackay  un- 
doubtedly had  the  right  to  be  pre- 
vent It  was  ultimately  decided  to 
allow  the  three  witnesses  named  to 
remain. 

Mr.  Henry,  addressing  the  court, 
said  he  proposed  to  secure  the  evi- 
dence of  witnesses  In  the  hospital  by 
statutory  declaration.  He  woujd  ex- 
amine alternately  the  men  from  the 
ships,  so  that  the  testimony  for  both 
■ids*  could  go  In  the  record*  together. 
He  also  Intended  to  take  evidence  in 
a  number  of  acts  of  heroism  which 
he  thought  should  go  into  the  record*. 
Mr.  Burchell  suggested  that  coun- 
sel be  appointed  to  represent  Pilot 
Hayes,  as  it  was  a  question  of  decid- 
ing which  of  the  pilots  had  blundered. 
The  judge  asked  Mr.  Burchell  him- 
self to  act  for  the  dead  pilot. 

French  Captain's  Statement 
Captain  Lamodec  was  the  first  wit- 
ness called.  1 

Examined  by  Mr.  Henry,  he  said 
the  Mont  Blanc  was  loaded  at  Grave- 
send  Bay,  N.T..  with  a  cargo  of 
T.N.T.,  guncotton  and  dry  picric  acid 
and  a  deck  load  of  benaol  for.  the 
French  Government.  He  discribed 
the  distribution  of  the  explosives  in 
the  hold,  and  said  th*  T.N.T.  was  se- 
cured from  the  sold  by  special  wood- 
en partition*.    Th*  acid  waa  in  wood- 


en keg*  and  cases.  At  New  York  all 
necessary  precautions  were  taken. 
The  partition*  to  the  hold*  were  of 
wooden  construction,  with  tar  cloth. 
The  cargo  was  hermetically  sealed, 
and  nobody  on  board  was  allowed  to 
smoke. 

Captain  Lamodec  said  hi*  ship  had 
not  carried  munition*  before.  The 
ship  came  to  Halifax  to  receive  or- 
ders where  to  join  her  convoy.  He 
received  hi*  order*  from  the  British 
pilot.  Mackay  came  on  board  at 
Halifax  on  the  evening  of  December 
5.  He  was  absolutely  sober.  No  li- 
quor was  on  the  Mont  Blanc,  a*  It  ha* 
been  forbidden  by  the  French  Gov- 
ernment. The  morning  of  the  colli- 
sion was  quite  clear.  Proceeding  up 
to  Bedford  Basin,  they  first  sighted 
the  Imo  at  8:30  o'clock.  He  had  just 
passed  a  war  vessel  on  the  eastern 
side  about  100  feet  distant.  They 
were  then  120  feet  from  the  Dart- 
mouth shore.  The  Imo  was  heading 
to  sea  on  the  west  slds,  but  was  tak- 
ing a  direction  across  his  course.  The 
starboard  slds  of  the  Imo  was  visible 
to  them.  She  was  two  points  on  his 
port  bow.  He  gave  one  short  blast  on 
his  whistle  to  show  that  the  Mont 
Blanc  was  going  to  the  right.  He 
was  near  the  shore,  and  he  had  to  be 
careful  about  going  too  far  to  the 
right  The  Mont  Blanc's  engines  were 
ordered  to  go  slow.  The  Imo  replied 
by  two  short  blasts.  He  thought  the 
Imo  changed  her  course,  though  It 
wss  difficult  to  determine  this  as  she 
was  against  the  land. 

Collbnon  Becomos  Inevitable 
Capt  Lamodec  said  at  this  point  he 
was  going  to  starboard  and  the  Imo 
to  port  He  noticed  that  the  Imo 
came  a  little  more  to  the  left  He 
had  In  the  meantime  given  another 


short  blast,  and  then  stopped  his  en- 
gines. The  Imo  gave  two  short  blasts 
when  the  ships  were  about  ISO  feet 
apart ' 

•  The  collision  was  Inevitable  at  this 
point  The  Imo  at  that  time,  judging 
by  the  force  of  the  collision,  seemed 
to  have  great  speed.        , 

The  captain  said  the  land  was 
about  sixty  or  seventy  metres  away. 
Oapt  Lamodec  stated  that  he  turned 
hi*  ship  to  the  left  and  gave  two 
short  blasts.  The  ship  only  answered 
the  helm. '  The  ships  then  had  each 
other  on  the  right  side  and  were  50 
feet  apart 

Mr.  Henry  then  asked  If  the  vessels 
would  not  have  passed  at  a  distance 
of  fifty  feet  If  no  other  change  waa 
made. 

The  witness  th/mght  so.  The  Imp 
was  travelling  obliquely  up  the  har- 
bor. The  Imo  gave  three  short  blasts 
on  her  whistle.  Indicating:  "I  am  go- 
ing astern  at  full  speed." 

Mr.  Henry  asked  If  the  Imo  still 
continued  forward  though  her  engines 
were  going  astern.  Capt  Lamodec 
said'  he  aaw  the  Imo  still  going  for- 
ward, although  her  propeller*  w«re 
going  astern. 

When  hs  saw  a  collision  was  inevit- 
able, he  then  signalled  his  engine* 
astern  end  put  the  helm  to  starboard, 
so  that  the  Imo  would  not  strike  the 
hold  where  the  picric  acid  wss  stored, 
as  he  knew  the  impact  would  set  it  on 
i  fire.     He  was  not  successful. 

The  effect  of  the  collision  waa  im- 
mediate. Thick  black  smoke  poured 
from  the  hold.  He  thought  the  ship 
was  to  be  blown  up  at  once.  It  was 
Impossible  to  put  out  the  Are.  In  or- 
der not  uselessly  to  sacrifice  life  he 
ordered  the.  crew  to  abandon  ship. 
Perfect  order  wss  maintained.  He 
gave  the  order  to  get  away  from  the 
ship  and  make  for  the  east  shore. 
He  called  the  roll  when  they  landed, 
and  found  only  one  man  missing. 
Eighteen  te  twenty  minutes  elapsed 
before  the  explosion,  which  thsw 
thsm  on  their  faces.  .  H*  himself  was 
stunned. 

The  captain  said  that  the  ehip  car- 
ried two  guns  and  some  shells. 

Th*  captain  said  the  ships  collided 
at  an  angle  of  *•  degrees. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  MeJttsh. 
Capt  Lamodec  said  he  was  mobilised 
Into  the  French  navy  when  war 
broke  oat  He  earns  Into  Halifax 
harbor  by  order  of 
This  was  the  first  tins*  he 
bosn  la  Halifax.

He  admitted  that  the 
Mont  Blanc  had  a  sea  cock,  but  said  it 
would  have  taken  from  half  an  hour  to 
an  hour  to  open  It 

Counsel  for  the  owners  of  the  Monv 
Blanc  tendered  a  certificate  from  New 
York  that  the  ship  had  been  properly 
loaded. 

The  witness  told  Capt  Demers,  nau- 
tical Inspector,  that  he  had  been  an 
officer  two  years.  He  said  the  collision 
could  not  have  been  avoided  by  drop- 
ping an  anchor.  He  trusted  to  the 
pilot  for  his  course,  and  no  soundings 
were   taken.

LONDON.  Dec.  11.— On  the  occa- 
•ion  of  hi*  entry  Into  Jerusalem  Gen- 
eral Allenby  issued  th*  following 
proclamation: 

"To  th*  Inhabitants  of  Jerusalem, 
the  blessed,  and  th*  people  dwelling 
in  it*  vicinity: 

"The  defeat  inflicted  upon  the 
Turk*  by  th*  troops  under  my  com- 
mand has  resulted  In  the  occupation 
of  your  city  by  my  force*.  I  there- 
fore proclaim  It  to  be  under  martial 
law,  under  which  form  of  administra- 
tion It  will  remain  so  long  aa  military 
considerations  make  necessary. 

"However,  lest  any  of  you  be 
alarmed  by  reason  of  your  experience 
at  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  who  h** 
retired.

permission  to  do  any  work  at  all.  But 
many  of  them  menaced  to  get  In  po- 
sitions where  they  assisted  the  Ger- 
man prisoners.  For  Instance,  in  one 
town  where  there  were  about  5,00* 
Germans  who  had  been  sent  there  to 
live,  one  of  our  doctors  managed 
to  get  appointed  as  city  physician, 
and.  aided  by  several  of  the  American 
nurses,  was  abls  to  do  a  great  work 
for  the  German  population.  Others 
of  our  nurses  managed  to  get  as  far 
as  Tomsk,  in  Siberia,  and  others  were 
scattered  throughout  the  Russian  em- 
pire. 

Had  this  mission,  under  Doctor 
Snoddy,  being  sble  to  carry  out  its 
work  as  originally  planned  It  would 
not  only  have  done  much  good  to 
the  German  prisoners  of  war,  but 
would  have  helped  a  great  deal  to 
do  away  with  the  bitter  feeling  en- 
tertained by  Germans  toward  Ameri- 
cans. Even  with  the  limited  oppor- 
tunity given  this  mission  it  undoubt- 
edly materially  helped  the  prisoners. 

On  arriving  in  Berlin  on  thetr  way 
home  to  America  from  Gleiwits  and 
Kosel  the  doctors  and  nurses  of  these 
American  units  were  all  awarded  the 
German  Red  Cross  Order  of  the  sec- 
ond class,  and  those  who  had  been 
in   Austria    were   similarly   decorated 


I  cannot  And  words  to  express  my 
'admiration  for  this  man.  whose  great 
talents  for  sfgewlsa flow  were  placed 
st  the  service  of  humanity. '  Everyone 
knows  of  what  he  accomplished  in 
feedings  the  Inhabitants  of  Belgium 
and  northern  France.  Mr.  Hoover 
asked  mo  to  become  one  of  the  chair- 
men of  the  International  Commission 
for  the  Relief  of  Belgium,  and  I  was 
happy  to  have  the  opportunity  In  Ber- 
lin to  second  his  efforts.  There  was 
considerable  business  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  commission.  I 
had  many  interviews  with  those  in 
authority  with  reference  to  getting 
their  ships  through,  etc.  Mr.  Hoover 
and  I  called  on  Chancellor  von  Beth- 
mann-Hollweg  and  endeavored  to  get 
him  to  remit  the  fine  of  40,000,000 
francs  a  month  which  the  Germane 
had  imposed  upon  Belgium.  This, 
however,  the  Chancellor  refused  to 
do.  Later  on  .In  April,  1910,  I  was  an 
eye-witness  to  see  how  efficiently  Mr. 
Hoover's  organisation  fed,  In  addition 
to  the  people  of  Belgium,  the  French 
population  in  that  part  of  northern 
France  in  the  occupation  of  the  Ger- 
mans. 

Mr.  Hoover  surrounded  himself 
with  an  able  staff,  Mr.  Vernon  Kel- 
logg and  others,  and  in  America  men 
like  A.  J.  Hemphill  were  his  devoted 
supporters. 

Rockefeller    Foundation's    Relief 
<  Work 

Early  In  1016  Ernest  P.  Blcknell, 
who  had  first  come  to  Germany  rep- 
resenting the  American  Red  Cross,  re- 
turned representing  not  only  that  or- 
ganisation, but  ths  Rockefeller  Foun- 
dation. With  him  was  Wickliffe 
Rose,  also  of  the  Rockefeller  Foun- 
dation, and  With  these  two  gentlemen 
I  took  up  the  question  of  ths  relief 
of  Poland.  Mr.  Rose  and  Mr.  Blck- 
nell together  visited  Poland  and  saw 
with  their  own  eyes  the  necessity  for 
relief.  A  meeting  was  held  In  the 
Reichstag,  attended  by  I'rlnoo  Ilatz- 
feld.  of  the  German  Red  Cross;  Di- 
rector Guttmann,  pf  the  Dreedner 
Bank;  Gehelmrat  Lewald,  of  the  Im- 
perial Ministry  j>t  the  Interior;  rep- 
resenting the  German  Government, 
and  many  others  connected  with  the 
Government,  military  and  financial 
Interests  of  Germany. 
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•»f  carl  mi  for  those  left  behind  by 
the  men  Who  had  gone  to  the  front. 
The  first  war  charity  to  come  under 
,  my  observation  was     the     American 
Red     Cross.     Two     units  containing 
three     doctors     and     about     twelve 
nurses  each  were  sent  to  Germany  by 
the  American  National  Red  Cross.  Be* 
'fore. their  arrival  I  took  up  the  ques- 
tions as  to  whether  these  would   be 
accepted  by  the  German  authorities. 
And  where  they  would  be  placed.    Ths) 
Merman  .   authorities  «  accepted      the 
units,    and    at   first    decided    to   send 
one  to  each  front     The  young  man 
assigned  to  the  west  front  was  Gold- 
Itehmldt  Rothschild,  one  of  the     Inst 
descendants   of   the    great   Frankfort 
family  of  Rothschild.     He  had  been 
attached  to  the  German  embassy  in 
liondon  before  the  war.    The  one  as- 
signed to  the  unit  for  the.  east  front 
was  Count  Helie  do  Talleyrand.   Both 
of  these  young  men  spoko   English 
perfectly,  and  were  chosen  for  that 
reason,  and  both  have  many  friends 
In  England  and  America. 

Talleyrand  was  a  branch  or  the 
celebrated  Talleyrand  family  and  pos- 
sessed Gorman  citixenship.  Durlmr 
the  Napoleonic  era  the  great  Talley- 
rand married  one  of  his  nephews  to 
a  Princess  of  Courland,  who,  with  her 
slater,  was  joint  heiress  of  the  prlncl- 
.  polity  of  Began  In  Germany  The 
.  share  of  the  other  sister  was  bought 
by  the  sister  who  married  young  Tel- 
leyrafid.  and  the  descendants  of  that 
union  became  princes  of  Began  and 
Mid  the  Italian  title  of  Duke  de  Dlno 
and  the  French  title  of  Duke  de  Val- 
encay. 

Some  of  the  descendants  of  this 
nephew  of  the  great  Talleyrand  re- 
mained In  Germany,  and  this  young 
Talleyrand,  assigned  to  the  Red  Cross 
unit,  belonged  to  that  branch.  Others 
settled'  In  France,  and  among  these 
was  the  last  Holder  of  the  title  and 
the'' Duke  de  Dlno,  who  married  two 
Americans,  first  Miss  Curtis  and  sec- 
ondly Mrs.  Sampson.  It  was  a  cus- 
tom in  this  family  that  the  holder  of 
the  principal  title,  that  of  the  Prince 
of  Began,  allowed  the  next  two  mem- 
bers In  succession  to  bear  the  titles 
of  Duke  de  Dlno  and  Duke  de  Val- 
encay.  Before  the  last  Prince  of  8a- 
gen  died  in  France  his  son  Helie 
married  the  American,  Anna  Gould, 
Who  had  divorced  the  Count  Castel- 
lans.     Oh   the   death   of   his   father,

Anna  Gould's  husband  to  her  son,  so 
that  her  son  has  now  ths  right  to  the

The  younger  brother  of  the  husband 
of  Anna  Gould  bears  the  title  of  Duke 
de  Valency,  and  ia  the  divorced  hus- 
band of  the  daughter  of  Levi  1\  Mor- 
ton, formerly  Vice-President  Of  the 
United  States.  This  young  Talley- 
rand to  whom  I  have  referred  and 
who  was  assigned  to  the  American 
Red  Cross  unit,  although  he  was  a 
German  by  nationality,  did  not  wish 
to  fight  in  this  war  against  France. 
In  which  country  he  had  so  many 
friends  and  relatione,  and,  therefore, 
this  assignment  to  the  American  Red 
Cross  wag  most  welcome  to  him. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  American  doc- 
tors and  nurses  In  Berlin  it  was  decid- 
ed to  push  both  units  to  the  east 
front  and  to  put  one  In  the  small 
Slleslan  town  of  Gleiwits  and  the 
other  in  the  neighboring  town  of  Ko- 
sel. Count  Talleyrand  went  with 
these  two  units,  Goldschmldt  Roths- 
child being  attached  to  the  Prussian 
legation  In  Munich. 

We  had  a  reception  In  the  embassy 
for  these  doctors  and  nurses,  attend- 
ed by  Prince  Hatsfeld,  Duke  of  Track - 
enberg,  who  was  head  of  the  German 
Red  Cross,  and  other  Germans  Inter- 
ested In  this  Una  of  work.  ?he  Glei- 
wits and  Kosel  units  remained  in 
thess  towns  tor  about  a  year  and  un- 
til the  American  Red  Cross  withdrew 
Its  units  from  Europe.  v 

Withdrawal  of  American  Red*  Cross 
to  Russia 

At  about  the  time  of  the  withdrawal 
of  these  units  I  had  heard  much  of 
the  suffering]!  of  German  prisoners 
In  Russia.  I  had  many  conversations 
with  Zlmmermann,  of  the  German 
Foreign  Office,  and  Prince  Hats- 
fold  on  this  question,  as  well  as 
with  Prince  Max  of  Baden,  the  heir 
presumptive  to  the  throne  of  that 
country,  and  I  Anally  arranged  that 
such  of  these  American  doctors  and 
nurses  as  volunteered  would  be  sent 
to  Russia  to  do  what  they  could  for 
the  .German  prisoners  of  war  there. 
Nino  doctors  and  thirty-eight  nurses 
volunteered. 

They  were  given  n  great  reception 
In  Berlin.  The  German  authorities 
placed  a  largo  credit  In  the  hands 
of  this  mission,  and,  after  I  had  ob- 
tained through  our  Bute  Department 
the  consent  of  the  Ruestan  Govern- 
ment for  the  sd mission  of  the  mis- 
sion. It  started  from  Berlin  for  Petro- 
grad.

A  Sort  of  Treaty  for  Relief 

The  Commission  for  the  Relief  of 
•  Poland  Was  organised,  of  which  I  was 
to  be  chairman,  and  Included  the 
Spanish  Ambassador,  His  Excellency 
the  Bishop  of  Posen,  the  Prince 
Bishop  of  Cracow,  Jacob  H.  Benin*,  of 


New  York,  and  others.  Messrs.  War- 
wick, Greene  and  Wadeworth  were 
to  take  up  the  actual  executive  work. 
In  conjunction  with  Messrs.  Rose 
and  Blcknell,  I  drew  up  a  sort  of 
treaty,  having  particularly  in  mind 
certain  difficulties  encountered  by  the 
American  Relief  Commission  in  Bel- 
glum.  The  main  point  in  this  treaty 
was  that  the  German  Government 
agreed  not  to  requisition  either  food 
or  money  within  the  limits  of  the  ter- 
ritory to  be  relieved,  which  territory 
comprised  that  part  of  Poland  with- 
in German  Occupation  up  to  Within, 
as  I  recall  it,  fifty  kilometers  of  the 
firing  line.  The  one  exception  was 
that  .a  fine  might  be  levied  on  a  com- 
munity where  all  the  Inhabitants  had 
made  themselves  Jointly  and  severally 
liable  according  to  the  provisions  of 
The  Hague  Convention.  The  Rocke- 
feller Foundation  on  its  part  agreed 
to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  the  execu- 
tive work  of  the  commission. 

This  treaty,  after  being  submitted 
to  General  Hindenburg  and  approved 
by  him,  was  signed  by  Doctor  Lewald 
representing  the  German  Govern- 
ment; by  Mr.  Blcknell,  representing 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  and  by 
me,  representing  the  new  Commission 
for  ths  relief  of  Poland. 

.  Work  was  Immediately  commenced 
Under  this  arrangement,  and,  so  far 
as  possible,  food  wss  purchased  In 
Holland  and  Denmark*  but  there  wag 
little  to  be  had  in  these  countries. 
The  Allies,  however,  refused  to  allow 


food-  to  enter  Germany  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  commission,  and  so  the 
matter  fell  through.  Later,  when  the 
Allies  were  willing  te  permit  the  food 
to  enter,  It  was  the  German  Govern- 
ment that  refused  to  reaffirm  this 
treaty  and  refused  to  agree  that  the 
German  army  of  occupation  would 
not  requisition  food  In  occupied  Po- 
land. Of  course  under  these  circum- 
stances no  one  could  expect  the  Aft- 
lies  to  consent  to  the  entry  of  food, 
because  the  Obvious  result  Would  be 
that  the  Germans  would  immediately, 
following  the  precedent  established 
by  them  In  northern  France,  take 
all  the  food  produced  In  the  country 
for  their  army  and  the  civil  popula- 
tion of  Germany  and  allow  the  Polee 
to  be  fed  with  food  sent  in  from  out- 
side, while  perhapa  their  labor  was 
utilised  In  the  very  fields  the  products 
of  which  wore  destined  for  German 
consumption.

Traders  recovered  at  the  outset  on 
Intimations  from  Washington  that  the 
rights  of  railroad  shareholders  would 
be  .  safeguarded  In  the  event  of  Fed- 
eral control,  but  these  assurances  were 
forgotten  at  the  first  signs  of  higher 
rates  for  call  and  time  loans. 

Virtually  all  call  money  was  placed 
at  «  per  cent,  and  time  funds  were 
extremely  scarce,  though  quotably 
unchanged.  The  Increasing  stringency 
was  ascribed  to  nest  Saturday's  heavy 
payment  on  the  second  Liberty  Loan.

Fifty  Years  Age 

Sir,— I  beg  to  draw  attention  to 
an  untruth  In  this  morning's  Issue  of 
The  Colonist. 

Under  the  heading  of  "Fifty  Years 
Ago  Today,"  and  tbe  «ub-title  of 
"Well  Punished, "  appears  an  account 
of  the  ruffianly  doings  of  a  lime  burner 
named  McLaughlin,  and  his  punish- 
ment. "McLaughlin"  was  my  father, 
•he  late  Daniel  MacLachlan.  a  pioneer 
of  '62.  and  this  account  Is  rather 
different  to  tbe  one  which  appeared 
In  The  Colonist  of  January  15.  1910. 
shortly  after  his  death. 

The  "Fifty  Years  Ago  Today" 
account  would  infer  that  my  father 
waa  a  wild  West  gunman,  and  tbe  star 
performer  in  a  frontier  barroom  brawl. 
It  is  true,  that  in  the  endeavor  to 
protect  his  property  at  San  Juan 
Island,  and  his  rights  as  a  British 
subject,  he  fell  foul  of  the  American 
garrison  stationed  there  in  1867,  and 
by  the  Americans  thrown  into  prison 
without  a  trial.  After  being  imprisoned 
several  weeks  the  fact  that  my  father 
was  British  was  forced  into  the  head 
of  the  American  commanding  officer, 
who  turned  him  over  to  the  British 
commander,  Capt.  Bazelgatte,  R.M, 
L.I.  -  This  marine  officer  was  an  ob- 
liging soul/  and  as  tbe  prisoner  was 
handed  blm  for  punishment,  punished 
he  should  be,  even  without  Inquiry  as 
to  the  culprit's  wrong  doings.  Capt. 
Bazelgatte  banished  my  father  from 
the  San  Juan  Islands.  He  was  brought 
to  Fisqulmalt  in  a  gun  boat  and  given 
his  liberty.  He  had  never  appeared 
before  a  civil  or  military  tribunal,  nor 
was  he  given  a  chance  to  refute  the 
charges  against  him,  in  fact,  it  was  not 
until  he  was  banished  and  in  Victoria 
that  he  knew  what  the  charges  were. 
He  had  never  known  that  he  was  a 
dangerous  gunman.  A  New  West- 
minster Chronicle  a  few  years  ago. 
In  an  imaginary  account  of  the  affair 
drew  a  wonderful  word  picture  of  my 
father,  armed  with  a  musket,  defying 
the  whole  American  garrison  of  San 
Juan.     Heroic,  but  contrary  U>  fact. 

In  his  own  account  my  father  has 
stated  that  when  he  found  bis  vessel, 
tbe  schooner  *"Orcas,"  had  been 
damaged  by  an  American  patrol, 
he  was  naturally  resentful  and  later, 
when  another  patrol  went  its  rounds, 
he  ordered  It  off  bis  property,  and 
warned  the  officer  In  charge  of  trouble 
if  be  should  come  again.  Shortly 
afterwards  another  American  patrol 
arrived  and  arrested  him. 

The  officer  commanding  the  British 
garrison  at  San  Juan  was  weak  and 
British  "fair-play"  was  not  to  be 
thqught  of.  If,  In  its  enforcement,  he 
would  be  brought  up  against  the 
"star  spangled  banner."  These  are 
unpleasant  'words  for  British  eyes, 
there  are  pioneers  living  on  this  Coast 
who  know  that  the  early  British 
officials  did  not  always  stand  up  for 
the  colonists,  whose  protection  they 
were  supposed  to  be. 

After  six  months  my  father  him- 
self repealed  his  punishment  of  banish- 
ment, and  returned  to  San  Juan 
without  the  Interference  of  Capt. 
Bazelgatte,  who  afterwards  showed 
him  many  favors. 

Mr.  Robert  Calnes,  of  Saanichton. 
was,  I  believe.  Intimately  acquainted 
with  my  father  in  1S67,  and  can  con- 
firm these  statements,  as  can  many 
others  of  the  real  pioneers  who  are 
still  with  us. 

I  know  the  facilities  for  news  gath- 
ering In  1867  were  not  as  reliable  as 
those  of  today,  and  your  account 
"Fifty  Years  Ago  Today"  of  this 
incident  Is  but  a  result  of  the  then 
handicaps,  but  It  casts  a  reflection 
upon  the  character  of  a  man  who  has 
passed  beyond.

My  ,  associates  have  like- 
wise endeavored  to  mind  their  own 
business  in  the  past,  and  not  look  for 
any  political  Influence.  It  Is  our  pur- 
pose to  continue  the  work  and  duty 
that  may  be  put  upon  us  in  this  way 
until  our  work  is  concluded,  In  any 
case  until  the  war  is  ended. 

The  performance  of  our  duties  in 
regard  to  the  Wooden  Shipbuilding 
Department  of  the  Imperial  M  millions 
"Board  I  trust  so  far  has,  and  will 
always  be  worthy  of  the  confidence 
shown  by  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board  in  placing  this,  work  in  our 
hands. 

We  have  done  our  duty  conscien- 
tiously, and  any  business  that  Evans, 
Coleman  A  Evans  have  secured  from 
the  Board  has  been  on  absolutely 
straightforward  business  lines.  Through 
our  connection,  however,  they  have 
not  been  given  tbe  consideration  that 
would  have  been  given  them  had 
Captain  Troup,  Mr.  Boas  or  myself 
not  been  connected  with  them  aa 
shareholders.

Matthew  Sullivan  Arrives  on 
Liner  From  Japan  With  Cre- 
dentials but  Few  Pennies— 
Tells  of  U-Boat  Fight. 


Matthew  C.  Sullivan,  able-bodied 
Mtmtn,  globe-trotter,  and  Incidentally 
tha'  man  who  gave  the  word  that  aaot 
Uncle  Bm'i  nrst  shot  of  Hhe  war  lata 
the  conning  tower  of  an  enemy  U- 
boet,  arrived  In  Victoria  recently. 
While  standing  on  the  poop  deck  of 
a  Mg  liiiiiii  liner  be  unfolded  tha 
■tory  of  Ma  adventure. 

giiltivan  waa  tha  lookout  on  duty  on 
tha     merchant     steamship     Mongolia, 

.  which,  on  April  1*.  fourteen  daya  af- 
ter tha  declaration  of  war  by  the 
United  States  on  Germany,  encoun- 
tered a  submarine  In  the  English 
Channel  and,  with  a  single  shot,  ftred 
by  naval  gunners,  sent  the  undersea 
craft  to  Its  doom. 

On  Watch  In  Crow's  Heal 
The  sailor  related  that  on  the  morn- 
ing of  .the  19th  he  went  on  lookout 
duty  at  4  o'clock  In  tha  morning  and 
waa  ordered  to  stand  on  duty  until  «. 
It  waa  a  line  day.  with  a  smooth  saa 
and  virtually  no  wind.  He  waa  In 
the  crow's  neat  In  the  topmast,  about 
eighty -Ave  feet  up *  from  tha  main 
deck. 

The  Mongolian  was  about  forty 
mile's  out  from  Dover  when  Sullivan 
noUced  a  disturbance  In  tha  water  off 
the  part  how.  In  a  few  moment*  he 
could  discern  tha  periscope.  tie* 
shouted  to  tha  officer  on  tha  bridge. 
In  an  Instant  the  alarm  had  been 
flashed  to  all  parts  of  tha  ship  and 

-  the  naval  gunners  manning  the  after 
guns  were  training  the  muzzle  at  tha 
moving  target  Tha  shot  craahjd  In- 
to tha  water  a  few  feat  below  tha 
periscope.  That  it  reached  its  mark 
waa  evidenced  by  tha  rapid  dis- 
appearance of  the  periscope  and  the 
appearance  of  a  scum  of  gaa  and  oil 
oa  the  water's  surface. 

After  arriving  In  Mew  York  with 
the  Mongolia,  Sullivan  shipped  on  a 
sailing  vessel  far  Japan  via  tha 
Panama  Canal.  But  the  Orient  It 
pretty  far  away  from'  the  war  zone, 
and  Sullivan  made  up  his  mind  to  re- 
turn again  to  the  U-boat-infested 
seas  in  search  of  mora  excitement 
He  tried  his  heat  to  ship  as  a  sailor, 
but  only  Japanese  crews  were  wanted 
oil  the  vessels  in  pert,  so  ha  spent  an 
the  mopey  he  had  to  buy  his  passage 
across  the  Pacific.  Sullivan  told  The 
Colonist  that  h*  had  tried  to  join 
almost  every  branch  of  the  United 
States  Wavy,  hut  waa  rejected  because 
of  a  crippled  hand.  He  has  gone  to 
'Seattle  and  Intends  to  work  his  way 
gradually  to  tha  Atlantic  coast,  his 
ultimate  aim  being  to  work  on  one  of 
the  United  States  troopships.

AH  during  the  Pall  the  passenger, 
carrying  facilities  of  tha  Pacific  Steam* 
ship  Company  boats  have  keen  heavily 
taxed,  and  when  the  withdrawal  of  the 
larger  vessels,  the  Governor  and  Presi- 
dent, was  necessitated  by  the  comman- 
deering- order  of  the  United  Statea 
Shipping  Board,  the  task  of  handling  all 
the  trafflo  naturally  became  considerably 
mors  complex.  .

A  rough  estimate  would  place  the 
total  at  15,100  tons.  The  long  ware- 
houses haven't  often  been  so  piled 
with  Oriental  freight  of  all  kinds  aa 
they  are  at  present,  and  stevedores  in 
victoria  seldom  saw  before  so  much 
hard-earned  prosperity  as  came  their 
way  during  the  past  fsw  days. 

The  aggregate  tonnage  waa  distri- 
buted between  the  Empress  or  Asia, 
the  Nippon  Yusott  Kalsha  liners 
Katorl  Mam  and  Sado  Maru  and  the 
Osaka  Shoshen  Kalsha  liner  Manila 
Maru,  all  of  which  have  docked  at 
this  port  since  last  Friday.  A  large 
quantity  of  mall  and  freight  was 
landed  here  by  all  the  vessels,  aa 
Viotorla  is  now  the  sole  point  of  call 
In  British  Columbia  for  the  Japanese 
liners. 

Oriental  Toy  Trade  Grows 

Rice,  beans,  oranges,  porcelain  and 
toys  have  been  the  main  Items  in  the 
freight  from  the  Far  Beat  The  toy 
trade  hag  vastly  increased  in  volume 
lately,  and  the  average  amount  left  at 
Victoria  by  Japanese  liners  each 
month  during  the  past  half  year  is 
close  to  700  tons.  This  will  give  some 
'Idea  of  tho  expansion  of  the  toy  busi- 
ness in  the  Orient  and  indicates  the 
determination  with  which  Japan  haa 
entered  the  contest  to  take  the  place 
of  Germany  In  the  supply  of  that  line 
of  goods.  Reports  state  that  many  a 
Japanese  artisan,  after  finishing  a 
lucrative  day's  work  at  the  shipyards 
or  other  Industrial  establishment, 
spends  his  evenings  at  home  in  mak- 
ing toys  for  the  children  of  this  coun- 
try. Now  that  Japanese  toys  have 
secured  a  strong  hold  on  tha  Can- 
adian and  United  States  market,  It  is 
declared  that  European  •  countries, 
especially  Germany,  will  find  it  an 
almost  hopeless » task  to  win  back  the 
trade  that  was  their's  before  the  war,

Rotarian  J.  Reginald  Davidson,  In- 
dustrial Commissioner  for  the  City  of 
Vancouver.  addreesed  yesterday's 
meeting  of  the  Rotary  members.  His 
subject  waa.  "Co-operation  Between 
Communities." 

Co-operation  Between  Communities 
After  touching  with  pleasing  diplo- 
macy on  the  co-operative  relationship 
between  the  cities  of  Viotorla  and 
Vancouver,  which  had  not  been  able 
to  exist  at  all  times,  due.  he  averred, 
largely  to  lack  of  understanding,  or 
possibly  to  Inattention,  he  led  up  to 
a  brief  analysis  of  his  main  theme 
through  an  outline  of  the  value  of 
advertising  generally. 

The  use  of  advertising  aa  a  business 
asset,  he  recalled,  had  not  been  taken 
with  any  degree  of  seriousness  until 
its  efficiency  had  neon  conspicuously 
demonstrated  through  two  world- 
world-wide  campaigns  instituted  by 
prominent  English  houses.  Since 
then  its  value  had  4>een  fully  demon- 
strated, not  alone  for  businesses  but 
for  communities. 

At  one  time  man  waa  his  own  po- 
liceman, he  drew  as  an  analogy,  but 
it  waa  later  discovered  that  better  re- 
sults could  be  obtained  hy  the  estab- 
lishment of  community  Interests  and 
securing  personal  protection  through 
the  offices  of  a  polloe  department 
Thia  was  true  of/ any  community 
service.  So.  he  argued,  why  not  com- 
munity advertising? 

Where  Pitfalls  Lay  ' 

There  were  conspicuous  records  to 
show  that  success  could  be  made  to 
attend  such  an  undertaking,  hut  un- 
fortunately reports  indicated  mostly  a 
succession  of  fever,  chills  and  oold 
feet.  This  waa  because  such  a  earn- 
palgn  was  less  frequently  carefully 
organised.  Often  tho  men  at  the 
head  were  best  qualified  with  en- 
thusiasm; hence  a  lack  of  continuity 
in  his  efforts.  The  follow-up  would 
not  be  consistent  with  the  inaugura- 
tion of  a  campaign,  and  not  the  least 
of  the  pitfalls  would  he  found  in  the 
ues  of  extravagant  or  ill-timed  state- 
ments in  the  advertisements.  Only 
persistent  and  insistent  advertising 
campaigns,  coupled  with  the  sane  and 
judicious  use  of  ths  material  at  hand, 
counted.  In  that  respect  he  cited  the 
oity  of  Viotorla  aa  a  notable  exam  pis 
of  where  such  a  plan  had  succeeded. 
The  value  of  community  advertis- 
ing oould  beet  be  realised,  he  thought, 
hy  reviewing  what  tha  cities  of  ths 
State  of  California  had  been  able  to 
accomplish  for  themselves  in  that 
way.  But  now  those  same  communi- 
ties had  discovered  that,  great  aa  were 
the  results  of  their  individual  cam- 
paigns, better  results  were  to  bo  ob- 
tained through  co-operation.  Inter- 
city associations  had  been  established 
for  the  purpose  with  marked  success, 
and  ths  Pacific  Northwest  Tourist 
Association  was  an  example  of  what 
could  be  gained  in  an  effort  of  the 
kind.  In  .reference  to  thia  latter,  he 
hoped  that  the  fullest  support  might 
be  given  the  undertaking,  especially 
from  this  Province,  until  the  full  re- 
turns might  be  had  from  what  had 
already  besn  done. 

Idttle  Value  Without  Advertising 
The  resouroes  of  British  Columbia 
In  which  the  communities  of  Vancou- 
ver and  Victoria  were  alike  interested 
were  of  untold  wealth.  Particularly 
from  tha  tourist  standpoint  was  the 
climate  and  the  scenery  an  asset. 
But  of  what  value  could  they  pos- 
sibly be  unless  people  were  Induced  to 
come  through  the  medium  of 
judicious  co-operative  advertising.  In 
this  connection  the  two  cities  wanted 
tho  completion  of  a  motor  road  across 
British  Columbia  connecting  with  the 
Beet  and  they  needed  to  give  their 
full  support  to  the  Evergreen  High- 
way project  which  waa  brought  to 
ihe  attention  of  the  Padfle  North- 
west lent  summer.  The  time  had 
come  when  tha  municipalities  of  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver  must  realise  that 
only  through  close  co-operation  could 
the  greatest  advantage  accrue  to  both 
In  mutters  of  mutual  Interest,  and 
that  waa  one  of  the  main  objects  of 
his  visit  to  this  city  to  address  the 
Rotary  Club  along  those  lines. 

Mr.  Davidson  waa  given  an  appreci- 
ative welcome  nt  yesterday's  meeting, 
reflected  In  ths  vote  of  thanks  moved 
by  Mayor  Todd  and  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Armstrong.  Both  gen- 
tlemen amid  high  tribute  to  hie  per- 
sonal qualinoations  for  his  gent,  call- 
ing attention  to  the  practical  demon- 
stration he  had  already  given  by 
speaking  a  gawd  word  for  Victoria 
while  advancing  the  interests  of  Van 
through  his  office.

In  times  of  peace  the  foolish  cry 
of  BaRtMaTtasn  had  again  id  again  been 
reined  whenever  p*rtia!  .ops  bad  been 
proposed  to  make  ourselves  flt  to 
meet  the  stem  realities  of  a  nation's 
duty. 

Nevertheless  tho  spirit  of  sacrifice 
was  oaly  slumbering  and  awoke  al 
the  oall  of  duty,  and  for  a  country  so 
badly  prepared,  Canada  aid  wonders: 
400.000  men  came  forward  to  sacrifice 
themsaiveg  ea  the  altar  of  liberty. 
The  Oovernment  did  as  well  as  any 
party  government  could  have  possibly 
done,  with  the  existing  machinery 
to  arm,  equip,  feed  and  transport 
such  a  large  body  of  men. 

Bat,  In  comparison  with  the  gigantic 
task  ahead  of  us,  party  sovernments 
and  voluntary  enlistment*  were  totally 
inadequate  to  deal  with  the  situation. 

The  German  power  Is  so  formidable 
and  ao  well  backed  up  by  a  sacrific- 
ing people  that  all  the  resources  of 
our  Empire  and  all  the  resources  of 
our  Allies  must  be  utilized  to  achieve 
victory.  When  Britain,  France,  Italy, 
the  United-  States  and  the  rest  have 
adopted  conscription  as  the  only  logi- 
cal and  democratic  way  ef  raining  their 
armies  by  what  process  of  reasoning 
could  we  justify  clinging  to  the  vol- 
untary system  which  long  ago  ceased 
to  get  adequate  results.  Can  our 
Dominion  stand  the  strain?

SUPPOSE  STEAMER 

MAVERICK  IS  RAIDER 

^™^"^~'"  BBS 

BAN  FRANCISCO,  Dec.  13.— That  the 
steamer  Maverick,  which  figure*  prom- 
inently in  the  Hindu  revolutionary  plots, 
trkmlg  of  fromoroug  defendants  In  which 
eases  are  sew  being  oondueted  In  the 
United  State.*  District  Court  here,  la 
operating  gg  a  German  raider  between 
thlg  city  and  Honolulu  was  the  belief 
expressed  hare  by  officers  of  the  Union 
Line  steamship  Paloona,  upon  arrival  of 
that  vessel. 

A  steamer,  which  the  officers  declared 
positively  was  the  Maverick,  was  seen 
on  December  8,  at  7:20  p.m..  In  latitude 
tl  north,  longitude  111  .61  west,  approx- 
imately six  hundred  miles  from  this 
port.  The  attention  of  the  Haloonat* 
officers  wag  first  attracted  to  the  vessel 
by  flare  lights  and  rockets,  which,  they 
say,  wore  Intended  to  signify  distress. 
The  Paloona  steered  toward  the  steam- 
er, and  soon  wag  covered  by  rays  from 
a  hugs   searchlight. 

On  the  laat  trip  of  the  Mat  son  liner 
Manoa  to  thla  pert,  it  is  reported  that 
she  was  approsdhed  by  a  strange 
steamer  that  refused  to  answer  wireless 
calls.  Officers  of  the  Manoa  are  also 
said  to  have  identified  tho  vessel  as 
the  Maverick.  The  Mat  son  liner  Maul 
Is  also  aald  to  have  sighted  and  recog- 
nised the  boat  aa  the  Maverick. 
^The  Maverick,  formerly  owned  by 
Ffed.  Jebsen,  Is  one  of  the  vessels  al- 
leged by  the  Oovernment  to  have  been 
used  to  smuggle  armg  to  India  in  aid 
at* ths  sllsged  Mladu  revolution.  She 
wag  Interned  In  Batavla,  being  later 
sold  to  a  New  Torn  firm.  She  left 
Manila  laat  August  for  the  Panama 
Canal  gone,  and  no  definite  word  sf  her 
ha*   been   received   since.

Two  years  age  General  Townsend  had 
been  In  sight  of  the  minarets  of  the  ira-  / 
portant  centre  of  Baghdad.  A  sudden 
reinforcement  of  the  enemy  forces  had 
forced  him  to  give  way  through  no 
fault  of  his  gallant  army,  gradually 
to  become  surrounded  at  Kut.  Here 
he  had  held  out  resolutely,  subsisting 
on  the  flesh  of  his  army  horses  until 
reduced  to  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  food 
per  man  a  day.  He  had  stood  out  aa 
long  as  possible  without  starving, 
while  General  Lake  waa  struggling  ts 
effect  his  release  from  the  south.  There 
were  obstacles  In  the  way  of  the  suc- 
cess of  that  undertaking,  and  gome  of 
thorn  had  become  the  matter  for  the 
consideration  of  a  royal  commission.
